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ELEVATED TRAINS 
IN FATAL CRASH 


Motorman Warns Passengers } 
Goes to Death Himself. 


THREE PERSONS INJURED 


Fifteen Minutes Required to Extricate 
One Victim of Collision at Fifty- 
sixth Street and Third Avenue. 


In a rear-end collision between trains of 
the Third Avenue Elevated Road, just 
south of Fifty-sixth Street, yesterday aft- 
€rnoon, one man, a motorman, was killed 
and three passengers were injured. William 
Cornell, the motorman of the second train, 
while sticking to his post, where he met 
his death, yet managed to make the pas- 


sengers in his car understand their peril 
in time to save their lives. 

A train left the Fifty-ninth Street station 
about 4:45 o’clock and was proceeding at 
moderate speed when, as it neared Fifty- 
sixth Street, a red flag was displayed by 
laborers at work on the tracks opposite 
Fifty-fifth Street. The motorman brought 
his train to a stop, the rear car being about 
twenty-five yards south of Fifty-sixth 
Street. 

As the train halted, the second train, 
which was bound to South Ferry, rolled into 
the Fifty-ninth Street station. The train 
pulled out a minute later, and started on its 
journey at a rather high speed, considering 
the fact that there was a train of cars on 
the tracks only three blocks away. For a 
block and a half the train ran along at the 
regulation speed, which aroused wonder on 
the part of pedestrians below, who had ob- 
served the unusual halt of the first train 
and were looking for the cause. When he 
reached Fifty-seventh Street Cornell ap- 
parently did do his best to apply the brakes 
and bring his train to a halt. 

As the train passed Fiftyyseventh Street, 
Policeman Carmack of the East Fifty-first 
Street Station says he saw Cornell working 
his lever back and forth, but no percepti- 
ble decrease in speed could be noticed. Cor- 
nell waved his free arm out of the window, 
apparently in an attempt to warn the pas- 
sengers in the rear car of the first train 
into which his own car was to plow a mo- 
ment or two F&ter. 

Not more than a dozen passengers were 
in Cornell's car, and to these he managed 
to shout in time for them to run back into 
the rear cars. 


WATCHED CRASH FROM THE STREET. 


Along Third Avenue stood an awe- 
struck line of men, ‘women, and children, 
@ach of them realeiagp~tiegt an accident 
Was about to happen. A moment later Cor- 
nell’s train struck the traifi ahead. The 
motor Car-was driven through the rear of 
the stationary train with a mighty crash- 
ing sound, splinters, glass, and metal work 
falling into the street in a great shower. 


The motor car of the South Ferry train 
after being rendered a complete wreck, 
came to a stop, having in its journey of 
destruction completely telescoped the last 
ear of the City Hall train. Its roof had 
been pried off and was bulging out in. a 
great unshapely mass, while its sides had 
been shattered and spread apart as if they 
‘were so much pasteboard. 

The passengers began climbing out of the 
windows, regardless of the deadly third 
rail, in their frantic haste to reach a point 
of safety. Persons on the pavement shouted 
to them to keep their heads, as they would 
certainly be rescued soon, and the ad- 
monition had the desired effect on a ma- 
jority of the passengers, They leaped in 
good order to the trestle work and started 
in the direction of the station at Fifty-ninth 
Street. 

Immediately following the collision there 
‘Was a brilliant electrical display under- 
Neath the wrecked car, accompanied by a 
hissing sound, and a moment later it was 
noticed that the débris was on fire. The 
firemen soon arrived, however, and quickly 
Bubdued tke flames. 

The fire compzenies that responded were 
Hook and Ladder Companies Nos. 2 and 
16 and Engine Companies Nos. 39, 8, and 
21. Acting Deputy Chief Langford was in 
command. In less than a minute the lad- 
ders were in positicn alongside thé elevated 
structure and the firemen were scaling 
them in pell mell fashion to begin the work 
of rescue, it teng the opinion of every- 
body at that time that a great number of 
Passengers were pinned under the débris. 


CHOPPED A VICTIM OUT 


Fireman Corbally of Engine Company 21 
‘was the first man over the rail, and climb- 
ing into the wreckage he quickly discoy- 
ered the body of Cornell. In the wrecked 
car was also Harry McDermott, an eight- 
een-year-old bank messenger, living at 602 
West Forty-ninth Street. McDermott was 
crying for help, and leaving the dead for 
the time being, the firemen began to chop 
their way to where the imprisoned man 
Was. 

After fifteen minutes of hard work the 
firemen reached McDermott. He was in 
great pain, and it was seen that his left 
leg was terribly bruised. He was lifted out 
of the wreckage and lowered to the street, 
where he was placed in an ambulance and 
taken to the Flower Hospital. His injuries, 
while very painful, were not serious. 

The others who were injured, but who 
got out of the wreckage themselves into 
the undamaged coaches, were Thomas Mc- 
Glynn of 541 West Fifty-seventh Street, 
who received a severe contusion of the 
right knee and who was removed to the 
Flower Hospital, and H. 8. Prescott of 211 
East One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
whose wrist was injured. He was taken 
home. “ 

Annie Golds’ .u, who lives at 140 Monroe 
Street, rece,.¢d medical attention also. 
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She became hysterical and was taken to 
the Fifty-ninth Street Station, where she 
was attended to by Dr. Wilkes of Flower 
Hospital. 

\ As soon as the accident happened Police- 
man McGrath of the East Fifty-first Street 
Station notified -Police Headquarters, and 
had calls for ambulances sent to several 
hospitals. Headquarters also ordered the 
reserves from the East Fifty-first Street, 
East Sixty-seventh Street, and the Grand 
Central Station to the scene. Capt. Lantry 
of the East Fifty-first Street Sgation was in 
command, assisted by Sergt. Dunn of In- 
spector McLaughlin’s staff, and although a 
crowd of at least 5,000 persons soon gath- 
ered at the’scene of the accident the po- 
lice maintained good order. 


TAKING OUT THE BODY. 


After getting the injured out. of the 
train, the firemen went to work to remove 
the body of Cornell. In order to do this it 
Was necessary to cut a hole through the 
roof of the telescoped car. As soon as 
the body was released it was placed in a 
blanket and lowered to the street. Cornell 
was thirty-nine years of age and lived on 
Morris Avenue, near One Hundred and Six- 
ty-eighth Street. He leaves a widow and 
three small children. 

As soo& as the motorman’s body had 
been removed, the wreckers of the com- 
pany under the direction of Frank Hedley, 
the General Superintendent, began the 
work of clearing the track. The current, 
it was discovered, had been shut off 
through the breaking of the third rai] at 
the point of: the collision, and although 
the current was still running in the third 
rail on the north-bound track, that was 
also shut off just as a crowded train ar- 
rived opposite the scene of the collision. 

After that for nearly two hours not a 
train was run, and as the overhanging 
cars and the great mass of wreckage that 
wag being thrown to the street by the 
wreckers made it impossible to operate the 
cars on the surface tracks, passenger traf- 
fic on Third Avenue was at a standstill 
during these hours. 

At 6:45 the Interborough trains, bound 
both ways, used the north-bound track for 
several blocks, until they could be switched 
to their proper tracks. It was nearly an 
hour late before the surface cars began to 
operate, 

The work of clearing the southbound 
track was tedious, and at times very dan- 
gerous, as the wreckage of the telescoped 
car of the South Ferry train was hanging 
over the street for about six feet, and was 
in constant danger of being precipitated 
into the street. It was not until 11 o’clock 
that the last of the débris was removed, 
and fifteen minutes later the first train 
passed over the tracks, bound for the City 
Hall. 

STORIES OF WITNESSES. 


While the wreckers were clearing the 
track, witnesses of the accident told the 
story of the collision. Joseph Cermik, 315 
East Seventy-third Stréet, was standing 
on the corner of Fifty-seventh Street, when 
he saw the first train halted by a signal 
from a man on the track, about a block 
below, A minute or two later, he said, the 
second train came along, going at a rapid 
rate of speed. 

“I saw the motorman tugging at the 
lever,” said Mr, Cermik, “ but the train did 
not seem to slacken in speed, and a moment 
later came the crash.”’ 

Others who witnessed the collision told 
similar stories. 

One of the passengers on the South Ferry 
train who came in for praise was the Rev. 
Father Dunn of St. John’s Roman Catholic 
Church, in East Fifty-fifth Street. As soon 
as the collision occurred Father Dunn ran 
through the train telling the passengers to 
be calm, and aided the women and children 
who were on the verge of hysterics. 

Coroner Scholer ordered that the motor- 
man of the first train and the conductors of 
the wrecked cars be arrested. 

Accordingly, Conductor Tillman and Mo- 
torman Gibbs of the first train were ar- 
rested. Conductor Duffy of Cornell's car 
has not yet been arrested, but is expected 
to surrender this morning. The prisoners 
were paroled in the custody of George L., 
Flanigan, attorney for the railroad com- 
pary. 

**So far as I can determine from my in- 
vestigations,”” said Superintendent Hedley, 
“the responsibility for the accident ap- 
pears to rest entirely with Cornell, the 
dead motorman. The train, like all others 
on the system, is so equipped that had Cor- 
nell been stricken by death the release of 
his hand from the controlling mechanism 
would have stopped the train. 

“The second train apparently ran into the 
first train without reducing speed. In the 
day time no flags or lights are used as sig- 
nals, the motorman being assumed to be 
able to see clearly ahead of him.” 

Mr. Hedley said that an examination of 
the brakes showed that they were in good 
working order. 


KEPT ON TAKING NICKELS. 


Crowds Allowed to Crush on Platforms 
of Blocked Road. 


The evening rush was well on when the 
accident on the Third Avenue elevated 
stopped traffic. Before the cause or ex- 
tent of the tie-up was realized or the 
ticket sellers had been ordered to shut 
their windows every station on the Third 
Avenue system south of Fourteenth Street 
had tecome dangerously overcrowded with 
irritated passengers who wondered what 
the trouble was. 

As soon as the nature of the accident was 
realized at Police Headquarters the crowd- 
ed condition of the stations 
tained, and reserves from every station 


along the line of the road were ordered out. ; 


The hardest problem to solve was at the 
City Hall station. It was nearly 5 o’clock 
lized there, and the selling of tickets 
stopped. 


Thousands of men and women on their | 


way from business fought and elbowed 
their way forward. Two trains that were 
lined up there when the block came were 
packed, while the platforms were so con- 
gested that those in the stalled cars were 
unable to get back on the platforms when 
the news came of the accident. Platform 
men and ticket agents tried to get the 


people back into the streets, but found a } 
jeering crowd that denounced railroad and } 


employes alike, while refusing to move. 
Many declared they had given up a nickel 
to the company and would remain there all 
night unless it was returned. It was not 


returned. 
Of the persons who were blocked, it was 


estimated that many hundreds did not have / 
‘ approach, 


another nickel for fare on the surface 
roads and they had either to remain for 
the elevated to be cleared or walk home.

Sir Henry fell ill a fortnight ago at his 
London residence. His illness was com- 
plicated by chronic heart trouble. He had 
been in a semi-conscious condition since 


Sunday afternoon. 


CLOWRY'S HELP A MYTH| 


Police Commissioner Describes Tele- 
egraph Co.’s Alleged Methods of 
Leaguing Itself with Gambling. 


Police Commissioner McAdoo issued yes- 
terday afternoon a statement backing uP 
all the charges of Capt. F. Norton Goddard 
against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany as an abettor of the poolroom busi- 


ness in this city. 
Not only did Mr. McAdoo describe in de- 


tail the management of the company’s 
its methods ir 


leaguing itself with the poolroom fraternity, 
but he ventured into the most “ secret” 
operations of the skilled men employed by 
the company and the gambling house pro- 


prietors. Finally he declined flatly to give 
to President Clowry any information ag to 
suspected places, as Mr, Clowry recently 
suggested, and added to this refusal the 
prophecy that the Police Department of 
New York was destined to continue its antl- 
poolselling fight without aid from the 
Western Union. He had no reason, he ex- 
plained, to believe that the company wished 
to aid in closing the gambling places. 

The reason he gave for not being willing 
to name suspicious places to President 
Clowry was that he would have no assur- 
ance that the employes of the company’s 
racing department would not give the 
“tip” straightway to the poolroom men. 
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‘ These gentlemen, he added, were always |

President 
Clowry of the Western Union, to whom an 
opportunity of answering the Commission- 
er’s charges was given late in the after- 
noon, declined t@ be interviewed on the sub- 
ject of the company’s responsibilities. 


WHAT MR. McADOO SAYS. 


Commissioner McAdoo’s statement was 
as follows: 

“I was not a party originally to.any 
controversy with the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company. Capt. Goddard presented 
a charge, backed by evidenee,..that the 
company had an active, profitable; and 
direct connection with the poolroom busi- 
ness in this city, a business conducted con- 
trary to the provisions of the Penal Code. 
So far as I have read in the newspapers 
the statement of Capt. Goddard to the City 
Club as to the details of the transaction 
stands undenied, and may therefore be ac- 
cepted as a fact. The transaction, on the 
face of the statement, appears to have 
ended with the installation of a telegraph 
instrument, and an appeal to the moral 
sense and civic pride of the well-known, re- 
spectable, and distinguished gentlemen 
who compose the Directorate of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company. 

“T felt it my duty, in reply to inquiries 
by the press on this episode, to ot 
briefly of the great wrong which the ma- 
jority of the poolrooms perpetrate on the | 
hardworking and poor people of the city, 
who are the most conspicuous victims. Ii 
offered, if the Directors or any of them | 
wished to be assured of this fact, and 
would confer with me, to place this evi- | 
dence before them.

Sir Henry Morton Stanley, who did more 
than any one else to enlighten the world 
on Darkest Africa, was born in Wales at 
Denbigh, in 1841. He was a son of John 
Rowlands, who died when Stanley was two 
years old. 

At the age of sixteen he went from his 
home to New Orleans, working his way on 
a sailing vessel: There he got a situation 
with a merchant named Stanley, who took 
a great interest in him, and it was then he 
changed him name from Rowlands and 
adopted the name of his employer and bene- 
factor. 

He joined the Confederate Army at the 
beginning of the Civil War. He: was 
taken prisoner, afterward making his es- 


cape and going back to his home in Wales. 


Near the close of the war he returned to 
the United States, reached New York, and 
enlisted in the Federal navy. He was made 
an nofficer for gallantry. 


At the close of the war he became a news- ;} 


paper correspondent. In this capacity -he 
spent some time in the Western campaigns 
against the Indians, and in 1868 was sent 


to Abyssinia by a New York newspaper, | 


accompanying the British expedition under 
Sir Robert Napier. 

The following year he was sent by The 
New York Herald to search for David Kiv- 
ingstone, the explorer, who was in Central 
Africa. He-started out with a guard of 
200 men in 1871, and after a search which 


lasted eight months found Livingstone fee- ; 


ble and almost helpless. 


He nursed the*explorer back to better | 


health and tried to get him to return homme, 


but Livingstone refused, declaring that he | 


wished to continue his explorations.

THROWN OFF HOOK MOUNTAIN. 


Man's Body Found Lodged in a Tree— 
Was Probably Murdered.

NYACK, N. Y., May 9.—The body of a 
man who is believed to have been murdered 
and thrown off the highest point of Hook 
Mountain was found hanging over a tree 
below a cliff that rises 700 feet above the 
Hudson River early last evening by three 


; young men who were returning from a 


stroll over the mountains. 
Coroner Bittig and four young men made 
the trip up the mountain last night, and, 


after a perilous descent of seventy-five ; 


feet down the steep side of the mountain, 
fastened ropes around the body and after- 
ward hauled it to the top of the cliff. 
body was that of a man who had appar- 
ently been dead for several months. There 
was nothing in his pockets, which had been 
turned inside out. This leads to the belief 
that he had been thrown from the top of 
the mountain. 

The Coroner and those with him were 
obliged to carry the body through the 
woods two Pailes to where their wagon had 
been left. There is no clue to the man’s 
identity.

Kuropatkin’s Inadequate Force.

** Gen. Kuropatkin has ordered a gen- 
eral retreat and no doubt intends to avoid 
a battle until he has sufficient forces. He 
actually has at his disposal not more than 
150,000 men, exclusive of the garrigon at 
Port Arthur, which consists of 30,000 and 
the garrison at Niu-Chwang of 15,000. 

*A General who knows the secrets of the 
mobilization tells me that the last 1,900 
men faking up the required 500,000 will 
leave Kasan on July 21, adding: 

““* We will be very sick if the railway is 
not worked well. It is not likely. that Gen. 
Kuropatkin will fatigue his troors unnéc- 
essarily. If the Japanese press him he will 
retire from Liao-Yang to Mukden, or even 
to Harbin. Retreat certainly is painful, but 
it is now. indispensable."’ 


Activity of Chinese Bandits. * 


CHE-FOO, May 10, (Tuesday.)—Passen- 
gers arriving to-day from Niu-Chwang say 
that the Russian force probably evacuated 
that place during the night.

By the departure of these troops the Rus- 
sian European army will lose six out of 
thirty-one army corps. The previous drafts 
of troops from European Russia had been 
formed into Siberian rifle battalions, with- 
out changing the organization of the Em- 
peror’s forces on this side of the Urals. 
The present units will be transferred bodily 
to Manchuria, retaining their present offi- 
cers and staffs. 

Tt. is. officially announced that Gen, Kuro- 
patkin's headquarters will remain at Liao- 
Yang. He has no intention, at least for 
the present, of retiring from his position 
there. 

Viceroy Alexieff has telegraphed to the 
Emperor announcing the transfer of his 
headquarters to Harbin. 

The Admiralty reports that Rear Ad- 
miral Jessen’s squadron is at Vladivostok. 

The swift march of events at the theatre 
of war—the virtual abandonment by the 
Russians of all their advanced positions 
along the Manchurian littoral—has created 
a deep impression among the people and a 
feeling of apprehension which the authori- 
ties. contend is unwarranted by a calm 
consideration of the situation. 

While not attempting to minimize the im- 
portance of the advantages gained by the 
enemy in the occupation of the Liao-Tung 
Peninsula and the advance from the Yalu 
River, the General Staff nevertheless de- 
clares that if it had not been for Gen. 
Zassalitch’s rash stand at the Yalu the 
retreat and concentration of Gen. Kuropat- 
kin’s army upon its normal line of defense 
would have been regarded as a masterly 
piece of strategy. The equanimity of the 
Government is shown by the free publica» 
tion of all news telegrams from abroad, 
some being of a most sensational character. 

At the General Staff the one dominant 
idea is that the developments of the last 
few days make it certain that the war will 
be long and bitter. There it is said that 
half a million men would have been re- 
quired to hold Southern Manchuria. 

The real truth seems to be that Gen, Ku- 
ropatkin has not much over 200,000 men 
south of Harbin, and he is determined to 
pursue the plan which he mapped out at 
first—to allow the enemy to follow him 
back into the heart of Manchuria, until 
strong enough to assume the offensive. 


Russians to Destroy Gunboat. 


The Associated Press is informed that 
while the Russian garrison is still at Niu- 
Chwang the untenability of the position is 
fully realized and preparations for dis- 
mantling the forts and removing the garri- 
son have been completed, The Russian gun- 
boat Sivouch there will be destroyed. The 
game thing applies to Hai-Cheng, (twenty- 
five miles southeast of Niu-Chwang.) 

The question of holding the Russian posi- 
tion at Liao-Yang depends upon circum- 
stances, The Russians hold the pass which 
commands the westerly approaches, but it 
is realized that the position there also will 
be rendered untenable if the enemy suc- 
ceeds in bringing up a superior force along 
the northern road to Mukden. An ultimate 
retirement to Harbin might possibly incur 
the danger of a Chinese uprising, which 
increases with the Japanese successes and 
must be taken into consideration. 

Should the news of the enemy’s victories 
inflame the Chinese residents in Manchuria 
against the Russians, the latter’s with- 
drawal north of the zone of their hostility 
might become imperative. The possibility of 
active operations against Vladivostok also 
have to be reckoned with. 

The General Staff, however, inveighs 
against a too pessimistic view of the sit- 
uation, pointing out that the Japanese must 
land another army before they can hope to 
make a strong advance movement, which 
will require time. In the meantime the 
strength of Gen. Kuropatkin’s army and his 
position will daily increase. The General 
Staff repeat the words of the Commander 
in Chief: “‘ Patience, patience, patience.” 

They also insist that the full extent of 
the Russian losses on the Yalu River has 
been published. 

“It is no guesswork of our losses,” said 
@ member of the General Staff. ‘‘ Every 
man has been accounted for. Let the ene- 
my publish theirs.” 


EVACUATION OF NIU-CHWANG. 


Russian Promise to Leave Guard as 
Protection from Bandits. 


SHAN-HAI-KWAN, May 9.—The evacu- 
ation of Niu-Chwang continues. The Rus- 
sian authorities have promised to leave 
s sufficient rear guard to prevent pillaging 
by the Chinese bandits who are in the vicin- 
ity and awaiting an opportunity to get into 
the city. 

Nothing further has been heard of the 
Japanese transports which were seen re- 
cently near Kai-Chow. 

The Russians are commandeering cattle on 
the west side of the Liao River and the Chi- 
nese are indignant at this procedure. Eight 
hundred head of cattle have been seen at 
Yin-kow. 

A Japanese spy has been discovered at 
Niu-Chwang. He was approached by Rus- 
sians, who pulled at his queue, which came 
off. He was taken prisoner, but subse- 
quently escaped with the help of some 
Chinese who distracted the attention of the 
Russians, 

The dynamo connected with the mines at 
Niu-Chwang has not been removed. 


CHEE-FOO, May 9.—A letter received 
here from Niu-Chwang says the Russians 
are maintaining only a small force at that 
place. 

Chinese carts are not allowed to leave 
Niu-Chwang, as they are wanted for use 
in the removal of Russian effects. 

The exportation from Niu-Chwang of 
bean cakes and other produce is not re- 
stricted, and a number of steamships are 
going there for cargoes.

WI-JU CHEERED YALU FIGHT 


Officers Sat Horses or Walked Along 
Line Unsheltered—Battle Began at 
Sunrise and Was Over at 9. 


WI-JU, May 1, via Sdul, May 8.—When 
the early mist drifted from the Yalu River 
this morning the Japanese infantry was 
disclosed lined up for battle on the low, 
sandy island of Kintieto, which.is in front 
of Wi-ju. The walls and towers of the 
city on the hill, rising abruptly from the 
south bank of the river, and the nearest of 
the three channels, were crowded with 
Japanese and Korean spectators of the 
forthcoming attack. 

Kintieto inlet is hardly anything more 
than the dry bed of the river. It is a low 
sandy plain, only a few feet above the level 
of the water, and without shrubbery or 
cover, except on its southern half. 

Infantry lay across the island with 
stacked arms awaiting their work. The 
soldiers were spread out in their black 
lines three miles long, from a point on the 
island opposite the Village of Chiu-Lien- 
Cheng, on the west, to a point opposite the 
extremity of Tiger’s Head, on the east. 
The division of the Imperial Guards occu- 
pied the centre of the line, another division 
Was on the west, and a third on the east. 

Tiger’s Head forms a peninsula projecting 
into the river almost parallel to the south 
bank. The Japanese division which executed 
the flanking movement from up-stream yes- 
terday, with almost its full force present, 
was now on the sands north. 


Batteries Began Action, 


Four field batteries were behind the in- 
fantry on its extreme flank, concealed by 
the shrubbery.. Two batteries began the 
action by throwing shells to the Manchurian 
side of the river for half an hour, as the 
sun was rising. They sprinkled with shells 
the embankments-whence the Russian guns 
had been firing for a week, but no response 
to their fire was forthcoming, and it looked 
as if the Russians had removed their bat- 
teries during the night. It seemed as if the 
enemy had withdrawn entirely as no signs 
of life could be seen on their works. 

Soon after 7 o'clock the Japanese began 
to advance. The distance from the Korean 
to the Manchurian bank of the Yalu is 
about two miles, and the Japanese spread 
out in extended forgnation as they went for- 
ward. When they were a few hundred 
yards from the hills on the Manchurian 
side they threw themselves prone on the 
ground and began volleying. In the mean- 
time the Japanese batteries searched the 
hills with shrapnel. 


Russians on the Hills. 


The Russians now could be seen at inter- 
vals where the road was exposed, hurrying 
in small squads along the hills. These ex- 
posed stretches of the road made fine tar- 
gets for the Japanese gunners. A fierce 
fire was concentrated on one open space, 
half the shrapnel thrown bursting over a 
small area with wonderful precision. There 
was a perfect shower of puffs of white 
smoke at this place, and the observers could 
See the work of an occasional shell as it dug 
a great hole in the earth and scattered 
quantities of rock. 

Still the Russians remained silent. There 
was no answering fire from them until the 
first Japanese line was within a few hun- 
dred yards of the river bank. Then sharp 
volleys burst almost simultaneously from 
several trenches, and the attacking Japan- 
ese found themselves under a heavy and 
continuous fire at easy range from covered 
positions high above them. They lay be- 
hind the sand hillocks replying bravely and 
hotly to the fire, while their own batteries 
pumped shells over their heads. 


Coolness of Japanese Officers. 


The Japanese officers sat on their horses 
or walked along the lines. They were in 
no way sheltered or protected. A few 
stretcher bearers coming back to the field 
hospital indicated that men were being 
wounded. The Russian smokeless powder 
was excellent. Its use made it impossible 
for the Japanese to discover the exact po- 
sitions of the enemy or to estimate their 
numbers. 

Soon after 8 o'clock the Russian fire was 
largely silenced by the combined artillery 
and infantry attack of the Japanese and 
parties of the enemy’s troops could be seen 
hurrying upward over the mountain roads 
in retreat. 

Two regiments of Japanese troops, one 
directly opposite Wi-ju and another near a 
village on the west, ran to the river, stop- 
ping to fire now and then as they pro- 
gressed apd giving shrill cheers, which 
echoed cle§r over the plain. Their forma- 
tion was closer than that kept by British 
or American troops, and it looked as 
though their losses must be great, 

They waded the river, ran on across the 
sands, and climbed up the steep, rocky hill- 
sides like a swarm of ants, their red and 
yellow cap bands gleaming in the sun. 

One Japanese soldier in one cf these regi- 
ments carried something white with him. 
This was seen and it caused a shout to go 
up that the Russians had surrendered. But 
upon reaching the top of the first Russian 
trench a hundred yards up the hillside, 


this man shook out a Japanese fri 
waved it to and fro. - a5 and 

A Japanese storming party on the west 
side of the advance mounted a hill com- 
manding the Russian retreat. Just as the 
men were bunched thickly on the crest of 
this hill two shells from their own batteries 
burst among them. 

When the smoke had cleared away a 
dozen bodies couid be seen lying where the 
shells had exploded, and the remainder of 
the storming party were clambering down 
the hill to escape this unexpected fire from 
their rear. 


Japanese in Pursuit. 


The sound of the rifle firing soon passed 
on over the hills as the Japanese pursued 
the retreating enemy. One column of weary 
soldiers wno had been almost two days 
without rest was trudging down the river 
toward An-tung, where the Japanese gun- 
boats were shelling the Russian works. 

At 9 o’clock a solitary soldier climbing 
ahead of his comrades unfurled a hug 
Japanese flag on the face of the topmost 


Russian fort, on a_ ridge a thousand feet 
above the plain. He marched back and 
forth along th2 parapet, waving the ban- 
ner, and then for the first time the Japa- 
nese on the walls of Wi-ju broke the im- 
passive silence with which they had 
watched the b:ttie and shcuted “ Banzai! ”’ 

Already infant~y, batteries and pack 
trains were streaming on to the island by 
every road and to-night the cntire Japanese 
army will be in Manchur'a. 


LONDON, May 10.—The Daily Tele-

“JT learn from trustworthy sources that 


the Russians in the battle of the Yalu lost 
over forty guns, enormous quantities of

Feared That at a Critical Moment She 
May Join Japan.

LONDON, May 10.—The Times’s cor- 
respondents in Russia say that the spec- 
tre haunts the minds of Russians that 
at some critical moment China will sud- 
denly declare herself openly on the sid? 
of Japan. This dread naturally is in- 
creased by the news of the Japanese vic- 
tory on the Yalu, and the Novoe Vremya 
in a recent leading article only thinly 
disguises this anxiety by adopting a vio- 
lently minatory tone. 

The real danger of the situation, it 
Says, lies in the effect the Japanese vic- 
tory may have upon China, and it urges 
Russian diplomatic agents to put forth 
every effort to pacify the minds of the 
Chinese. The Government of China 
should be reminded that a breach of neu- 
trality committed at a time when Russia 
had suffered a temporary reverse would 
ecnstitute an especially heinous offense 
against. international equity. 

The Novoe Vremya further suggests 
that the representations of the Russian 
diplomatic agents, in view of the pecul- 
iar character of the Chinese Government, 
should be enforced by military demor- 
strations. 


DE PLEHVE ACTIVE AGAIN. 


Attention Distracted from His Reaction- 
ary Policy by the War.

LONDON, May 10.—The Russian corre- 
spondents of The Times say that the 
diversion of public attention to the the- 
atre of war in the Far East secured for 
M. de Plehve a period of comparative 
respite from opposition, of which he evi- 
dently determined to take advantage. 

Those institutions which hitherto have 
suffered from the effects of his reaction- 
ary policy are exposed to even greater 
danger now that the vigilance of their 
supporters and of the public at large has 
been in some degree relaxed. The high- 
er educational institutions have begun 
to realize keenly the change in the situa- 
tion, and now the Minister of the Inte- 
rior has again turned attention to 
Zemstvo’s prerogatives, which he is anx- 
ious to restrict to the narrowest limits. 


NEXT BATTLE AT LIAO-YANG. 


Baron Hayashi Thinks So at Any Rate 
—To Open Niu-Chwang. 
LONDON, May 9.—Baron Hayashi, the 
Japanese Minister here, looks for the next 
engagement of the war to take place at 

Liao-Yang. He said to-day: 

“‘Gen. Kuroki is probably on the march 
to that place and Gen. Kuroratkin should 
give battle there. Indeed, from the signs 
of his concentration, he may assume the 
offensive. But for his defeat at the Yalu 
River this movement might be very dan- 
gerous, but, under the existing conditions, 
Gen. Kuroki ought to be able to drive Gen, 
Kuropatkin back at Liao-Yang. 

“The Russians have a central position 
and can strike either to the left or right, 
an advantage they did not enjoy when Niu- 
Chwang had to be defended. In the event 
of our occupation of Niu-Chwang we shall 
immediately appoint a Civil Administrator, 
as we did at the time of the war with 
China, and open the port to all nations. 

“Vice Admiral Togo. I think, is now 
likely to dock part of his fleet and give the 
men a rest from the ceaseless vigil they 
have kept up since the beginning of the 
war. Our land advance and part cf the im- 
vending engagements must largely depend 
cn the comrmissariat. 

‘This I hardly thirk is yet able to cope 
with a forward movement, say on Mukden, 
Harbin, or Viadivostok.”’

Part of Russian Fleet Said to be 
Dodging Japanese. 


CRUISER REPORTED DESTROYED 


Officials at St. Petersburg Affirm That 
at Last Accounts the Rurik 
Was Safe in Port. 


LONDON, May 10.—The Daily Telegraph's 
Séul correspondent says: ; 

“It is believed here that a portion of th 
Russian Vladivostok fleet has been success- 
fully shut out and is now in the Sea of 
Japan trying to evade the Japanese.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 10—3:40 A. M.— 
The strict censorship prevented the St. Pe- 
tersburg newspapers receiving dispatches 
yesterday, and the lack of information gave 
rise to a fresh crop of rumors, including 
one that the armored cruiser Rurik had 
been destroyed. 

The officials deny that any information 
of this character has been received, saying 
that the latest reports showed that the Ru- 
rik was undamaged and was in the harbor 
of Vladivostok. 

A letter sent by The Associated Press 
correspondent at Port Arthur, written on 
the morning the Petropavlovsk went down, 
which has been received by the bureau 
here, says that the battleship Pobieda suf- 
fered a very slight injury from the explo- 
sion of a Japanese mine beneath her hull. 

Advices from The Associated Press corre- 
spondents on the Manchurian bank of the 
Yalu, dated April 15, say that the receipt 
of the news of the disaster to the Petro- 
pavlovsk spread consternation in the army. 
It was at first believed to be a He spread 
by the Chinese, but this gave place to the 
feeling that the army must try its utmost 
to uphold the honor and glory of the father- 
land. 


OUR SAILORS MAY GUARD TOWN. 


Britain Intimates That Warship Ought 
to be Sent to Niu-Chwang. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The attention of 
the State Department has been drawn to 
the possibility of rioting and looting at 
Niu-Chwang in the indefinite interval of 
time between the expected Russian with- 
drawal/and the Japanese occupation of the 
port. Secretary Hay to-day had a consul- 
tation with the President respecting the 
advisability of again sending a warship to 
Niu-Chwang to safeguard American inter- 
ests and as far as possible to prevent out- 
rages upon other foreigners by brigands. 

It is believed that an intimation has been 
conveyed from the British Government to 
our own Government that the dispatch of a 
United States ship to Niu-Chwang mfght 
prevent the appearance of undue activity on 
the part of a single power. The United 
States gunboat Helena and a British gun- 
boat lay in Mud Dock at Niu-Chwang all 
last Winter and were withdrawn only upon 
a hint from Russia that their presence ob- 
structed military operations. 

Several vessels are within two or three 
days’ sail of Niu-Chwang, the nearest be- 
ing the Raleigh, now at Che-mul-pho, while 
the Helena and the Wilmington are at 
Weli-chow, just below Shanghai, and the 
Cincinnati is on her way from Che-foo to 
Che-mul-pho. 

The Navy Department has cabled Ad- 
miral Cooper, Commander in Chief of the 
Asiatic Station, to send a cruiser and a 
gunboat to Che-foo. This is the nearest 


neutral port to Port Arthur; but is outside 
the zone of military operations. The selec- 
tion of the vessels is left to Admiral 


Cooper. 


SHAW SUGGESTS HITT. 


Illinois Congressman for Vice President 
If Fairbanks Is Not Available. 


Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Shaw made a new suggestion at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel last night in connection with 
the Republican nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent. He said that while Senator Fair- 
banks of Indiana appeared to be the lead- 
ing candidate for second place on the ticket, 
he believed that if for any reason the Re- 
publican Party concluded to look else- 
where it could do not better than to take up 
Congressman Robert R. Hitt of Illinois. 

‘““Mr. Hitt would be a very prince of a 
man for the place in my judgment,”’ said 
the Secretary. ‘‘He is a man who is in 
every way fitted to be President.” 

Congressman Hitt, who is a man of 
wealth, is the Chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. He has been in Congress for 
twenty years, having first been elected in 
1882. He was the American Chargé d’Af- 
faires at Paris and Assistant Secretary of 
State before his Congressional career be- 


gan. 

The impression gained ground yesterday 
that Cornelius N. Bliss would be made 
the National Chairman, despite the state- 
ment of Senator Platt to the contrary. It 
is the understanding that if Mr. Bliss does 
take the place, the campaign will be di- 
vided into three sections. Mr. Bliss, it is 
said, will have charge of the campaign in 
the East, and in the middle section of the 
country Postmaster General Payne will be 
at the helm. Then there will be headquar- 
ters in San Francisco, from which the 
campaign for the Pacific Coast, and proba- 
bly also for Nevada, Idaho, and Utah, will 
be managed probably by M. H. De Young. 


LITTLE BOY, BOLD ROBBER. 


Decoys Bartender, Takes Bottles, and 
Says He Was Helping Sick Man. 


While Henry 8S. Burger, who owns a sa- 
loon at 689 Eighth Avenue, was alone in the 
place about 10 o’clock last night, a young- 
ster, hardly reaching to his waist, entered. 

“There are two men on the corner. They 


want to talk to you about important busi- 
ness,”’ the little boy told him. 

* All right, sonny,’’ Burger replied, *‘ You 
just waitin here and I will see them.”

M’ADOO BLAMES ALL 
ON WESTERN UNION

has a contract with the Eastern Racing 
Association by which they have the ex- 
clusive right to send racing information 
directly from the track. They have to-day 
at the race tracks two responsible and well 
known agents to carry on this business. 
Both of their names are known to me. One 
gets the information regarding the start- 
ing of the horses and the conditions of the 
betting. Before the race is started this is 
telegraphed by him and his subordinates 
at once to the office of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company at Broadway and Dey 
Street, where it is received, made in mani- 
fold, and transmitted at once on direct tel- 
egraph or through telephones to the vari- 
ous poolrooms and syndicated bureaus of 
information on the list of the company.. 

“When this news is received in the pool- 
room it is posted for thé information of the 
patrons, and the betting is governed by it 
accordingly. The agent who attends to the 
racing proper shortly afterward telegraphs 
the start, which is posted in the same way, 
and later telegraphs the result, which takes 
the same course. Upon receiving the news 
the bets are paid. 

“Of the places suspected to be poolrooms 
in Greater New York, by far the larger 
number have telephones instead of Morse 


instruments. On the reception of the news 
at the company’s office on Broadway it is 
distributed to the poolrooms that are 
known as wirerooms and which have direct 
connection to the syndicated exchange, and 
through telephones from the company’s of- 
fice direct, or, as is more often the case, 
a telephones from the exchanges them- 
selves. 


AS TO GAMBLING EXCHANGES. 


“These information bureaus or ex- 
changes are the most important factors in 
the situation. They are of two kinds— 
those which do no pool business directly 
or indirectly, but which deal in the infor- 
mation received from the company on the 
company’s own terms, and those generally 
Owned and controlled by operators of large 
poolrooms, which transmit the news from 
the central poolroom or building through 
telephones to the lesser establishments of 
the same kinds. Even in these combina- 
tions of poolrooms and exchanges the pool- 
room is generally separated from the ex- 
change room, maybe by a wall, or maybe 
on another floor of the building. There 
are two or three conpicuous places of this 
character in the city. 

“The bitter rivalry for the sale of this 
news for gambling purposes has been so 
great that the Western-Union Company 
keeps on hand a force of men of unusual 
intelligence and full knowleage of. every- 


thing concerning this business and known 
as inspectors under the superintendence 
of a clever ers, whose name is known 
to me. In spite of the vigilance of this 
corps of sleuths, there are some conspicu- 
ous outlaw exchanges in New York. From 
the company’s point of view, these men 
steal its property in the news. They do 
this in many cases by gettin the in- 
formation from other cities, where -it is 
placed upon the wires of rival companies, 
transmitted back to New York, and there 
distributed by the information bureaus or 
news agencies,: as they» are sometimes 
called, to their customers throughout the 
city, 

‘It is a matter of no great interest to-me 
but this condition of affairs leaves the 
Western Union Company aay dependent 
upon the loyalty and integrity of its em- 
ployes. If they are unfaithful, leaks to the 
company must occur, and its returns must 
be diminished by conspiracies and the inge- 
nious methods of those whom it employs 
and who know its secrets. 

‘““The policy of the company at present 
appears to be to deal as much as possible 
with distributing exchanges, conducted by 
syndicates, and to supplant the Morse in- 
strument with the telephone and to ‘rely 
upon the ability of its corps of detectives, 
wiremen, and telegraphers to prevent leaks, 
The efforts of these men are under the di- 
rection of two prominent employes of the 
company, and they carry with them letters 
of introduction to what are known as 
‘wire rooms,’ or rooms having telegraph 
connection, where they are admitted and 
may scrutinize the promises and overlook 
all transactions to see that to no one out- 
side is furnished the racing news. 

“The standing notice to all wire rooms 
is that, should they be found supplying in- 
formation, their wire will be cut immediate- 
ly. One big operator was driven out of 
business by this threat. 


COMPANY’S MAN COLLECTS, 


*““Some of these branch offices pay so 
much to the company for each telephone, or 
pay a lump sum for the ‘bunch.’ In the 
case of the wire rooms, the telegraph oper- 
ator, a selected employe of the company, 
collects the toll of the company every night 
and also his own wages. The toll is gen- 
erally $25 a day to the company and $10 for 
the operator. In the morning he goes to 
the Western Union Telegraph Building, on 
Broadway, in company with others, and 
hands in this money, which is checked off 
against his name, and then he starts off 
for the day’s business, keeping the $10 for 


himself. 
“The responsible men who have charge 
of' the racing department of the Western 


Union Telegraph Company have a better 
opportunity to learn and actually know 
more about poolroom men and the poolroom 
business than any other people in New 
York. They were evidently caught off 
their guard in Mr. Goddard’s case, and I do 
not flatter myself that they could be 
trapped on a similar arrangement again. 

**In the case of the telephone service, the 
poolroom man pays each morning in ad- 
vance. He has to have an operator from 
the company, or his own man must make 
himself known at headquarters. In thecase 
of the telephones, each day a password is 
given out. When the man in the poolroom 
calls up the central office, he gives the 
password and receives another in return. 
In case of a raid, where the — seize the 
operator and attempt to talk through the 
telephone, they are liable to be thwarted 
if the operator at headquarters recognizes 
a change in the voice and demands the 
password. If it is not given, the wire is 
cut off, and no evidence is obtained. 

‘““When application is made for a direct 
wire for a wire room, a reliable employe, 
known among poolroom men by a familiar 
name, is sent out. He is_an able strate- 
gist, exceedingly clever, and a perfect artist 
at his work. No matter what the diffi- 
culties are, he will get in a wire, and. one 
that will not be readily detected. He is 
well paid by both the company and the 
oolroom people. He knows every New 
Vork wire that reaches to the company’s 
office. So far as I am aware, no one knows 
his full name, 


COMPANY’S GARRET OPERATOR, 


“In one wire room, which is a perfect 
fortress, and where the scrutiny for ad- 
mission is of the strictest character, the 
Morse instrument is kept in a garret, and 
the betting odds, details, and result of the 
race are put on a board which goes down 
through a slit in the ceiling against the 
wall, and after it has served its use, it is 
hauled back again into its place, no one 
in the other rooms by any possibility know- 
ing who are the operators in the garret 
above, The operator there, as in other 
cases, is an employe of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company.

hether the telephone messages over a cer- 
tain number are paid for in a “ bunch” or 
supavately is not material to the question in 

“The place to cut the telegraph wire that 
supplies the poolrooms of New York is at 
195 Broadway, in the racing department of 
the Western Union Telegraph Building. 

The company’s poeey at present looks 
apparently to transferring this department 
over to a sporting syndicate, possibly to re- 
lieve tender consciences and the obvious in- 
consistencies of otherwise good men. Will 
this do so? As I am only concerned in the 
daily details of carrying on the police work 
of this great city, that is a question I do 
not feel called upon to answer. If the West- 
ern Union Company is not willing to give 
the Police Department its confidence, it 
cannot expect in return that I will place the 
proper secrets and information of the police 
at the disposal of its racing department. 

We will continue to do our work in our 
own way for the suppression of the vice of 
pool selling—I fear without the aid or sym- 
pathy of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company.”

Capt. Goddard also gave out a statement.

BOSTON THINKS ITSELF ABUSED. 


But It Awaits the Verdict of the Country 
with Confidence. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Perhaps the fact that I have been a 
reader of the daily Times most of the time 
for the past twenty-five years may justify 
my trespassing upon your valuable space. 

I note your editprial of yesterday on the 
Bostonians. I have long ago given up the 
expectation of seeing anything like Tue 
TimEes’s usual judicial temperament when 
it is confronted with any suggestion of per- 
sons or things which may possibly be char- 
acterized as Bostonian. In fact the word 
seems to have become a sort of a symbol 
of especial odiousness, as in your edi- 
torial, because the people of whom you are 
making complaint live in New York, Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, and elsewhere as well as 
in Boston. In fact, many of the most emi- 
nent citizens of New York seem, by the 
stroke of your pen, to have become Bos- 
tonians. 

Your article in its essence seems to 
point to a lamentable decay in the demo- 
cratic spirit. It advises the citizen to abdi- 
cate; to-day in favor of Judge Taft on 
the Philippine question; perhaps to-morrow 
in favor of the President on the Panama 
question, and at some other time in favor 
of Dingley or Aldrich or some one else on 
the tariff question. For do not all of these 
men know more about the subject than we 


do? But, if we are to abdicate on the 
Philippine question, why not in favor of 
Dr. Schurman, who knows all about the 
matter, and has come to just the opposite 
conclusion? F 

There is a manifest fallacy in all of this 
talk about the men who understand the 
question and are disposed to resent “ in- 
termeijdling’’ as Judge Taft does. The 
Philippine question is complex, involving 
perhaps twenty separate questions. On one 
of these it may admitted that Judge 
Taft, making due allowance for the natural 
roconsular bias, is an expert. But he 
fas no better ee or judgment as to 
the others than Prof. James or Felix Adler 
or Bishop Potter or Senator Edmunds or 
Carl Schurz; in fact, the point is fairly 
made by Prof. James that his very procon- 
sular bias tends to disqualify him. The 
assumption that the Nation has approved 
of Judge Taft's attitude or of imperialism 
has no basis. It has yet to pass upon the 
matter. Its ultimate verdict is awaited 
with great confidence by all Bostonians. 
They yet believe that the Bostonians who 
did some fighting in this vicinity something 
over a century ago were not, even unwit- 
tingly, laying the foundations of an empire.

FRENCH ANTI-PROTESTANTISM, 


M. Leroy-Beaulieu Likens It to the Antk 
Semitic Movement. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 9.—Anatolé 
Leroy-Beaulieu of France, at Harvard Unit- 
versity this afternoon delivered the sev- 
enth lecture in his series upon “ Chris- 
tianity and Democracy.”” The subject was 
“Les Protestants et  1'Anti-Protestant- 

isme.”” i 

France had been in history, and was still, 
the first Catholic nation, the speaker said, 
but for four centuries she had not been 
exclusively Catholic. 

If there had been, in certain French cir-. 
cles an anti-Protestant movement, ana- 
logous to Anti-Semitism, this explained it-, 
self by similar reasons. Immigration led 
to France many Protestants from other 
countries. They were accused, as the Jews 
were, of changing the nature of the French 

spirit. . 

Some people said that Protestantism was 
essentially Germanic and suited only to 
people of Germanic origin. This theory 

¢ about races and religions was disproved by 

| the facts. In France it was in the South 
that Protestants were the most numerous, 
and the reform in France had national 
roots which existed before Luther. 

The principal reason for anti-Protest- 


antism was that certain Protestants took 
part in the war directed wy some political 
parties against the Catholic Church. The 
most clear-sighted French Protestants 
were opposed to this war, feeling that anti- 
Clericalism attacked Christianity and ail 
religion.

Absolute Censors Over the 


American Zone. 


LOTTERIES ARE PROHIBITED 


President Promulgates Rules and In- 
structions for the Commission— 


Will Report to War Department. 


Special to The New York Times. ° 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—Powers of the 
widest scope are conferred upon the Pana- 
ma Canal Commission, and upon the Gov- 
ernor of the American zone on the Isthmus, 
under an order promulgated by President 


Roosevelt yesterday. This was made pub- 


lic after a conference between the Presi- 
dent, Secretaries Taft and Hay, and Attor- 


ney General Knox, at which time it was 
decided that the commission should be 
placed under the direction of the War De- 
partment. 

Under the orders the President, the 
Governor and Commissioners are made the 
absolute censors of everything in the 
American zone, and can at will exclude all 
persons whom they find objectionable. The 
following clause also appears in the Presi- 
dent’s letter: 

“If there now be in force within the 
canal zone any franchise granting to any 
person or persons a privilege to maintain 
lotteries or hold lottery drawings or other 
gambling methods and devices of a charac- 
ter forbidden by the laws of the United 
States, or if the grantee of any such privi- 
lege has now the right to sell lottery tickets 
or similar devices to facilitate the business 
of the concessionaire, the commission shall 
enact laws annulling the privileges or con- 
cessions and punishing future exercise of 
the same by imprisonment or fine, or both.” 

The act of Congress places the commis- 
sion under the immediate direction of the 
President. The War Department was se- 
lected to-day as the proper department to 
receive reports and direct routine affairs, 
and to represent the President in more im- 
portant matters. 

It is not expected there will be any inter- 
ference with the commission in the work of 
construction, the order of to-day having 
been made to promote speedy construction 
of the canal. Admiral Walker denies that 
there has been any attempt by the Presi- 
dent or other official to influence the com- 
mission in the appointment of a Secretary. 

GEN. DAVIS TO BE GOVERNOR. 

Major Gen. George W. Davis, the army 
member of the commission, is appointed 
Governor of the American zone on the 
Isthmus. Until the expiration of the Fifty- 
eighth Congress, the Isthmian Commission 
will exercise legislative authority over the 
American strip. Gov. Davis is given au- 
thority to appoint one Judge, who shall 
exercise judicial authority. If, in the 
Opinion of the commission, an additional 
Judge is necessary to the proper conduct 
of the judicial work on the Isthmus, the 
regulations confer on the commission au- 
thority to appoint him. 

The President’s formal instructions to the 
Canal Commission were issued late this 
afternoon. They are embodied in a letter 
to the Secretary of War. After reciting 
the steps taken under legislative authority 


as a preliminary to the work of actual con- 
struction, and directing that the work 
vested in the commission be carried on or 
exercised under the supervision and di- 
rection of the War Department, this let- 
ter gives the following instructions: 

Subject to the limitations of law and the 
conditions herein contained, the Isthmian 
Canal Commission are authorized and 
directed: 

a ‘Yo make all needful rules and regulations 
for the government of the zone and for the cor- 
rect administration of the military, civil. and 
judicial affairs of its possessions, until the close 
of the Fifty-eighth Session of Congress. 

2. To establish a civil service for the govern- 
ment of the strip and construction of the canal 
appointments to which shall be secured as nearly 
As practicable by a merit system. 

To make or cause to be made all needful 
Surveys, borings, designs, plans, and specifica- 
tions of the engineering, hydraulic, and sanitary 
works required, and to supervise the execution 
of the same, 

4. To make and cause to be executed after due 
acvertisemen:* all necessary contracts for any and 
all kinds of engineering and construction works. 

o. To acquire by purchase or through proper 
and uniform expropriation proceedings, to be 
prescribed by the commission, any private lands 
- aime peak ty wt AL hose ownership by the

6. To make all needful rules and regulations 
respecting an economical and correct disburse- 
ment and an accounting for all funds that may 
be appropriated by Congress for the construc- 
tion of the canal, its auxiliary works, and the 
government of the canal zone! and to establish 
a proper and comprehensive system of book- 
keeping showing the state of the work, the ex- 
pone ures by classes, and the mounts still

The inhabitants of the isthmian canal 
zone are entitled to security in their per- 
sons, property, and religion, and in all 
their private rights and relations. They 
should be so informed by public announce- 
ment, The people should be disturbed as 
little as possible in their customs and ayo- 
cations that are in harmony with princi- 
ples of well ordered and decent living. The 
municipal laws of canal zone are to be ad- 
ministered by the ordinary tribunals sub- 
Stantially as they were before the chanve 
Police Magistrates and Justices of the 
Peace and other officers discharging duties 
usually devolving upon these officers of the 
law will be continued in office if they are 
Buitable persons. ‘ 

The laws of the land, with which the in- 
habitants are familiar and which were in 
force on Feb. 26, 1904, will continue in force 
in the canal zone and in other places on 
the isthmus over which the United States 
has jurisdiction until altered or annulled 
by the commission, but there are certain 
great principles of government which have 
been made.the basis of an existence as a 
nation which we deem essential to the rule 
of law and the maintenance of order. and 
which shall have force in said zone. These

RIGID EXCLUSION POSSIBLE. 

At the same time it is provided that the 
commission shall have power to exclude 
from time to time from the canal zone and 
other places on_the Isthmus, over which 
the United States has jurisdiction, persons 
of the following classes who were not ac- 
tually domiciled within the zone .on the 
26th day of February, 1904, viz.: Idféts, the 
insane, epileptics, paupers, criminals, pro- 
fessional beggars, persons afflicted with 
loathsome or dangerous contagious dis- 
eases; those who have been convicted of 
felony, Anarchists, those whose purpose it 
is to incite insurrection, and others whose 
presence it is believed by the commission 
would tend to create public disorder, en- 
danger the public health, or in any manner 
impede the prosecution of the work of 
opening the canal, and may cause any and 
all such newly arrived persons or those 
alien to the zone to be expelled and de- 
ported. 

The commission may legislate on all 
rightful subjects of legislation not incon- 
sistent with the laws and treaties of the 
United States so far as they apply to said 
zone and other places, and the said power 
shall include the enactment of sanitary 
ordinances of 2 preventive or curative char- 
acter to be enforced in the cities of Colon 
and Panama 

Such legislative power shall also include 
the power to raise and appropriate reve- 
nues. All taxes, judicial fines, custom 
duties, and other revenues levied and col- 
lected in said zone by or under the au- 
thority of the commission shall be retained, 
accounted for, and disbursed by the com- 
mission fur its proper purposes. All laws, 
rules, and regulations cf a governmental 
eharacter enscted by the commission are to 
be submitted to the Secretary of War for 
approval.

TRANSFERS CANAL WARRANT. 


Secretary Shaw Turns Over the $40,- 
000,000 Draft to Morgan & Co. 


Secretary Leslie M. Shaw of the Treasury 
Department yesterday handed to J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. the forty-million-dollar warrant 
drawn in payment of the Panama Canal 
property, and thus completed the purchase 
so far as the Government is concerned. A 
part of the amount has already been trans- 
ferred to Paris, and the balance is to be 
sent either in the form of“exchange or in 
gold, but these are details with which the 
Government will not concern itself, it being 
left to Morgan & Co, to effect the actual 
payment of the $40,000,000 in Paris. Secre- 
tary Shaw and all others concerned said 
that would be done in a manner nuvi to dis- 
turb in the least the New York money mar- 
ket. P 


In advance of the actual delivery of the. 


-forty-million-dollar warrant to Morgan & 
Co, there were long conferences between 
Secretary Shaw, members of the Morgan 
firm, and other local bankers about the 
final details of the large payment, includ- 
ing the filing of the bond of $25,000,000 by 
Morgan & Co. The security given was part 
cash and part bonds. The bonds were taken 
early in the day from the office of Morgan 
& Co, to the Sub-Treasury, where they were 


shocked off and approved by Secretary 
law. 

When the warrant was delivered there 
were present in the office of Assistant 
Treasurer Hamilton Fish. where the trans- 
fer was made, besides the representatives of 
the Government, E. T. Stotesbury, Temple 
Bowdoin, Charles Steele, and George W. 
Perkins, all of Morgan & Co., and several 
bank officers, including George F. Baker, 
President of the First National Bank. 

The $40,000,000 warrant, which is the 
largest warrant ever drawn by the Treas- 
ury Department, was signed by Secretary 
Shaw, Controller P. J. Tracewell, and 
Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts. It was drawn 
to the order of J. P. Morgan & Co., special 
disbursing agent, and was indorsed for the 
firm by E. T. Stotesbury, in the absence of 
the senior member. 

Speaking of the $40,000,000 warrant, Sec- 
retary Shaw said last night that it was 
one of the few checks which could have 
been drawn payable to bearer and in- 
trusted to a street bootblack as a messen- 
ger with perfect safety. 


SPORTS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


Baseball and Quoits Encouraged by the 
President.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The President's 
encouragement of athletic sports has borne 
good fruit speedily. The three baseball 
diamonds that have heen laid off in the lot 
south of the White House are in use con- 
stantly, and the grounds are proving an 
admirable field for the game. 

Col. Symons has assigned the various lo- 
cal leagues to the different diamonds and 
they allot time for their use among them- 
selves. The President has not infrequently 
gone out to witness some of the games, 
his sons accompanying him and manifesting 
great interest in the playing. It has now 
been decided to give the lovers of quoits a 
chance to have their sport on the White 
Lot. Col. Symons has given orders that 
grounds for the game be laid off in the 
northwest corner of the Monument Field, 
near Fifteenth and B Streets, where there 
is a fine turf, with the shade of some mag- 
nificent elms. 

Archery grounds also have been laid off 
in the Smithsonian grounds. It is pos- 
sible that the President will permit golf 
links to be described through the Mall and 
the monument grounds. This is being con- 
sidered. 


HOPED HE’D FEATHER HIS NEST. 


Bond Investment Man Wrote So to Bar- 
rett of Postal Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—At the opening 
to-day of the Tyner and Barrett trial on 
charges of conspiracy in the Post Office 
Department George W. Morgan, formerly 
President of the Continental Security Re- 
demption Company of Birmingham, Ala, 
testified that he came here with his lawyer, 
after receiving the Barrett opinion on bond 
investment companies, to ascertain whether 
the contract of his company was in ac- 
cordance with law. 

The witness stated that he met Mr. Bar- 
rett and the question of the employment of 
Mr. Barrett as attorney for the company 
was discussed. On Jan. 7 a contract for 
$500 and $50 a month was entered into by 
which Mr. Barrett became the attorney for 
the company. A letter which Mr. Barrett 
wrote to Col. Tanner, general counsel for 
Mr. Morgan’s company, was offered as ev- 
idence. In this letter Mr. Barrett said 
there would be no trouble in getting a sat- 
isfactory contract for his company through 
the Post Office Department. 

He closed the letter with the expression 
of the belief that me bond investment busi- 
ness had “a great future.”’ A letter signed 
by Col. Tanner answered: “I fully agree 
with you as to the bright future for bond 
investment companies and trust you will be 
able to feather your nest out of some of 
them.”’

COMMISSION SHIPPING SHAD. 


It’s a Delicate Business and Must Be 
Done with Care.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The United 
States Fish Commission is making ar- 
rangements to ship the young shad recently 
hatched to various sections of the country, 
where they will be put in streams that have 
none or where the supply is running out. 
One hundred large cans were taken to-day 


to the fish station at»Bryan’s Point on the | 


Potomac River, and in these cans the young 
shad will be placed for shipment. 

The filled cans will be brought to this city 
and placed aboard the cars of the Fish 
Commission for transportation all over the 
country. The handling of the young fish en 
route requires much attention from a corps 
of skilled men. The water in the cans has 
to be kept at an even temperature and must 
be kept aerated constantly. A little inat- 
tention may cause the death of many thou- 
sands of fish. 


CANADA SEAL CATCH SMALL. 


Nalue for Season Is $394,485, as Against 
$449,692 for 1903. 


ST. JOHN’S, N. F., May 9.—The scal fish- 
ery for 1904 has ended. The total catch 
was 284,470 seals, the weight of which was 
5,786 tens and the value $394,485. Twenty- 
two steamers were engaged this year in 
the fishery, one of which, the Elliot, was 
sunk. | 

Last year the catch was 317,562, the 
weight 6,275 tons, and the value $449,692. 


The light weight of the catch this year is 
due to the fact that the seals were small. 


SAYS GERMAN PEOPLE 
HOPE JAPAN WILL WIN 


Herr Bebel Also Refers to Dislike of 
Other Nations for Germany. 


ALLEGED CRUELTIES IN AFRICA 


Colonial Director Stuebel Denies Orders 
Were Issued to Give No Quarter 
to the Hereros. 


BERLIN, May 9.—During the discussion 
following the third reading of the Budget 
bill in the Reichstag to-day, Herr Bebel; the 
Socialist leader, referred to Emperor Will- 
iam ’s speeches at Carlsruhe and Mayence, 
remarking that the pointed allusions to 
France had caused great surprise, coming 
so soon after the Emperor’s return from 
Italy, where President Loubet had been 
received with hearty ovations. 

The Emperor's words, the speaker added, 
were enhanced in importance through the 
fact that he telegraphed to Emperor Nich- 
olas from Sicily, on the occasion of the 
sinking of the Russian battleship Petropav- 
lovsk, as follows: 

“ Russia’s mourning.is Germany’s mourn- 
ing.’’ 

Herr Bebel, continuing, said: 

“I deny most emphatically.that the Em- 
peror’s telegram reflects the sentiments 
of the German people. In my opinion, Ger- 
man sympathies are far more on the side 
of Japan than on that of Russia.” 

This statement caused murmurs of dis- 
sent on the Right. 

“The land in which such things can hap- 
pen as recently occurred in Russia,’”’ con- 
tinued Herr Bebel, ‘‘stands upon such a 
low level of civilization that all the rest 
of Europe has the most lively interest in 
seeing the sun of civilization rise upon it.” 

Herr Bebel claimed that Western Europe 
would have especial reasons to rejoice if 
Russia lost the war, for “the more Rus- 
sia is weakened by the struggle the less 
likely it becomes that Russia will mix in 
the affairs of Western Europe.” 

The speaker referred to ‘‘ the far-reach- 
ing antipathy of all civilized nations against 
Germany.” Alluding to the Emperor Fred- 
erick Monument, “ unpacked in some cor- 
nér of Washington, and the Goethe Monu- 
ment in Rome, but not yet set up,’’ ‘Herr 
Bebel did not deny Chancellor von Biilow's 
explanation that this dislike of Germany 
was ‘partly commercial jealousy and 
envy.” 

The chief cause, however, said Herr Bebel, 
of the dislike of Germany was her grow- 
ing military equipment on sea and land, 
Germany had been moving fast in the in- 
ternational race for military and navai 
armament, especially since 1898. The civ- 
ilized nations had grown heartily tired of 
this eternal struggle and rivalry. 

Herr Bebel —— to his former predic- 
tion that the Herero rising would cost Ger- 
many $12,500,000 to $15,000,000, which, he 
added, the members of the Right Party 
then hooted. 

**Now,” he said, “you would be quite 
contented if we stopped with $12,500,000.”’ 

The Socialist leader again went into the 
causes of the uprising, giving much atten- 
tion to the violence of the Germans toward 
the native women. 

Chancellor von Biilow in his reply point- 
ed out that the quotation of the Emperor's 
words was incorrect. The Emperor's tele- 
gram, he said, expressed warm sympathy 
on account of the great calamity by which 
so many brave men had met death in the 
discharge of their duty. The Chancellor 
added: - 

‘“‘I am convinced that this expression of 
human sympathy corresponded with the 
sentiments of the majority of this high 
House, and also with those of the majority 
of the people of Germany.” 

Dr. Stuebel, Director of the Colonial 
Office, referring to an inquiry of Herr 
Bebel’s, recently made, as to whether a 
command had’ been given to the South 
African troops not to give quarter and not 
to take prisoners, said a telegraphic in- 
quiry on the subject had brought forth the 
answer that no such order had been given. 
There had been no firing upen women and 
children. No wounded prisoners had ye: 
heen taken,’as even the wounded men al- 
ways continued firing till rendered help- 
less. 

Th Colonial Office Director then denied 
Herr Bebel’s allegation of improper rela- 
tions on the part of Germans toward na- 
tive women. He admitted that intense bit- 
terness existed in German Southwest Africa 
against the Hereros, which was enhanced 
because they spared Englishmen and re- 
served their cruelties for Germans, 

‘“‘How, under these circumstances,"’ he 
asked, ‘“‘can our people show a_ disposi- 
tion to spare the enemy in battle?” 

Nevertheless, Chancellor von Biilow 
March 28, owing to statements in the press, 
cabled to Gov. Leutwein to take steps to 
prevent offenses against humanity and de- 
fenseless prisoners. 


GERMAN SETTLERS ALARMED. 


Leutwein to Return Home from 
South Africa. 


BERLIN, May 9.—Capt. Dannhauer, cor- 
respondent of the Lokal-Anzeiger, cables to 
his paper that Gov. Leutwein has decided 
to return to Germany immediately after 
Gen. von Trotha’s arrival in South Africa.

The Peruvian Minister has presented to 
the Foreign Office a conciliatory reply to 
the Brazilian demand for the evacuation 
by the troops of Peru of the Agto Purus 


and Alto Jurua territories, saying that the 
Peruvian Government is ready to discuss 
the ownership of the territories in dispute 
and to evacuate them pending a settlement 
of this question. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Associated 
Press to-night was furnished by the Bra- 
zilian Chargé his legation’s final rejoinder 
to the Peruvian Legation regarding. the 
Acre dispute. The rejoinder says in part: 

‘Brazil, doing honor to her traditions 
and the prescription of her Constitution, 
has always shown her readiness to submit 
the dispute to arbitration, on the element- 
ary and usual conditions. The presenta- 
tion for discussion of, the titles on which 
Peru bases her claim, In order to seek first 
a direct agreement and the evacuation of 
the territory unlawfully occupied by Peru. 
There is, therefore, no exaction on the part 
of Brazil.”

NEW UNIFORMS CAUSE ENVY. | JEWELED WOMEN HELD 


Regulars Who Wear Old Togs Think 
They Are Being Slighted.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Quarter- 
master General is studying a peculiar 
problem in regard to the new army uni- 
form. The rule has been to issue the new 
uniform only to troops arriving from the 
Philippines, and the men stationed in this 
country have been kept waiting until some 
reasonable portion of the $3,000,000 worth 
qf army clothing on hand should be worn 
out. 

The regiments tnat have received the new 
uniform, on taking Station in the United 
States, have been envied by the other men, 
who are still wearing the old uniform. 
The latter say that on parade the fellows 
in the new uniform look better than they 


do, and that the comparison is not pleasant, 
To sell the stock of old clothing on hand 
and introduce the new uniform at once 
would be an expensive business, as the 
clothing on hand, although perfectly new 
and serviceable for certain classes of 
users, would bring but a tithe of its cost. 
At the present rate of introducing the new 
uniform if will take, it is estimated, over 
five years to rehabilitate the whole army. 


UNION PLAYERS MAKE A ROW. 


Now Have Fight with Washington The- 
atres on Their Hands. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The old war 
between the music union and the non-union 
musicians, which has for years made the 
Marine Band the target of attack, has 
broken out in the Washington theatres. 
The three leading musicians of the 
Lafayette resigned from the union to-day 
and a new orchestra was organized. 

A large numbér of Marine Band musi- 
cians came into the orchestra in order to 
tide the theatre over its difficulty. The 
issue was made by the union players de- 


manding extra compensation for playing 
during the period of cheap Summer opera. 
Some of the players regarded the prices 
demanded as extortionate, and refused to 
go on with the union players. All the 
theatres in Washington will stand together 
in the war with the union. 


McCARREN MEN NOT TO QUIT. 


Will Hold City Jobs Until Tammany 
Puts Them Out. 


During the last fortnight redoubled pres- 
sure has been brought to bear from Tam- 
many Hall on the officeholders who are 
affiliated with the McCarren organization 
in Brooklyn, and it came to light yester- 
day that notice had been served on several 
of the McCarren district leaders that un- 
less they recognized William A. Doyle as 
the leader in Kings County they would have 
to give up their jobs. One of the first of 
the McCarrenites to get such a notice was 
Deputy Dock Commissioner Conrad Hasen- 
flug, leader of the Nineteenth Kings 
County District. 

It is understood that Dock Commissioner 
Featherson asked for Hasenflug’s resigna- 
tion on Friday of last week, and that 
Hasenflug, after a consultation with Sen- 
ator McCarren, declined either to resign 
or to desert McCarren.

Bell, Assistant Corporation Counsel, in 
charge of the Brooklyn office. 

At this conference it @s understood that 
the officeholders told McCarren the situa- 
tion had become intolerable, that all of 
them had been shorn of their powers until 
they had become nothing more than figure- 
heads. To all of the men McCarren said 
that they should by all means retain their 
places until summarily removed. To: that 
they agreed. 

Senator McCarren, when seen at the Hoff- 
man House last night, would not discuss 
the report that notice of their ousting had 
been served on several district leaders, ex- 
cept to admit that some of his friends in 
the Brooklyn organization were being sub- 
jected to pressure by Tammany. 


MR. SHERMAN PREDICTS. 


Says New York Will Go Republican by 
60,000—Doesn’t Want Speakership.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Representative 
Sherman of New York denies that he is a 
candidate for Speaker on the assumption 
that Speaker Cannon will be nominated at 
Chicago for Vice President. He declares 
a preference for Cannon for Vice President 
because he believes Cannon would be the 
strongest candidate that could be assa- 
ciated with Roosevelt at the head of the 
ticket. 

With regard ts the probable outcome of 
the November election in New York, Mr. 
Sherman says: “I think we will carry the 


State by 60,000. The Democratic majority 
below the Bronx cannot possibly be over 
75,000, and we shall gd down, to the bridge 
with at least 130,000. This makes 55,000 
majority certain for the Republicans.”

Believed to Have Traveled from 
Store to Store in Cab. 


VALUABLE GOODS IN VEHICLE 


Arrests Made on Strength of Warning 
Sent from Chicago Establishments 
That Had Suffered. 


In the arrests of two women by Detective 
Sergts. Rein and Becker yesterday after- 
noon, the police of the Central Office say 
that they have captured two of the most 
skillful shoplifters in the country. One of 
the prisoners said she was May Morris of |

at the Detective Bureau say her alias .s 
Josie Cherry, and that her picture is No. 
4,404 in the Rogues’ Gallery. “Her husband 
is said to be ‘‘Dan’”’ Cherry, a noted thief. 
Both women wore jewels and costly gowns. 

The other woman said she was Annie 
Gleason of 154 West Thirty-fifth Street. 
Her husband the police allege, is now 
serving a ten years’ sentence in the peni- 
tenuary in Baltimore, Md. Her picture was 
not found in the Gallery, so she was pho- 
tographed. The women were arrested at 
Twenty-first Street and Broadway. 

About a month ago the Retail Dry Goods 
Association of Chicago sent a warning to 
the New York Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion that two women, answering the de- 
scription of the two now under arrest, had 
been stealing large quantities ef goods in 
department stores there, and had started 
for New York. A general alarm was sent 
to all department stores in New York and 
other stores where it was thought possible 
the women might go. 

Detective Casey yesterday afternoon saw 
two women entering a store, and suspected 
that they were the two women for whom 
the alarm had been sent out. He notified 
Detective Sergeants Becker and Rein, an@ 
they made the arrest. Aside from several 
valuable jewels, nothing of importance was 
found in the possession of the women. They 
made no statement to the police except to 
give their names. 

Some hours afterward Policeman Ben- 
nett of the Broadway Squad, stationed at 
Twenty-first Street, noticed a cab at the 
crossing. It had been there for some hours, 
and Bennett questioned the cabman, Dennis 
Sullivan of 152 West Thirty-seventh Street. 
Sullivan said that he had been driving two 
women to various department stores since 
noon. From his description of the passen- 
gers Bennett, knowing of the arrests, 
thought it was the same two women, and 
told Sullivan. A search of the cab was 
then made, and a suit case, a parcel, and a 
diamond pin, containing seven stones, were 
found. Sullivan then drove Bennett to the

In the suit case and the parcel were found 
three opera cloaks, valued a‘ $200 each;

$50; three silk waists, and one silk petticoat, 
valued at $25. They were identified as be- 
ing the property of various stores. 

Sullivan told the police that he knew of a 
cabman who. had been tricked by two wo- 
men who had visited several stores, obtain- 
ing a supply of goods. They finally went to 
a hotel and took the goods inside. The cab- 
man waited some time, and then found the 
women had disappeared.

SAYS DR. ¢. A. BRIGG 


Ministers Not Educated Enough— 
That Causes the Trouble.

CUT IMPOSSIBLE FROM BIBLE 


God Is Greater, He Says, If He Did Not 
Live Untold Ages Before Mak- 
ing the World. 


. 

The Rev. Charles Aygustus Briggs deliv- 
ered an address yesterday afternoon on the 
subject of *‘ The Higher, Theological Educa- 
tion’ at the Union Theological Seminary, 
700 Park Avenue. The speech was part of 
the three days’ exercises in celebration of 
the sixty-eighth anniversary of the semi- 
nary and the graduation of the seminari- 
ans. The ‘speaker was celebrating the com- 
pletion of his thirty years of service in the 
Faculty and his transfer to the new chair 
of Theological Encyclopedia and Symbolics. 

“An eminent American scholar,” said 
Dr. Briggs, ‘‘ wrote a book about. the con-' 
flict between science and religion. In that 
book the sciences won their freedom from’ 
religious chains. A wiser American scholar 
wrote of the struggle between science and 
dogmatic theology, and in that science won 
many victories. The truth is that religious 
theology has taken part in the struggle, 
but it has warred with science against the 
common foe—dogmatic theology. Ecclesi- 
astical domination is the greatest foe of 
theology. The men of science have battled 
well, but they never could have won if it 
had not been for the Christian theologians 
at their side. 

“The dissenting 
the Church of Rome for independente. of 
thought, but the free churches have suf- 
fered like the State churches, through the 
dogmatism that is rooted in human nature, 
one of the most aggressive evidences of 
“original sin.’ Ecclesiastical ‘domination: is 
of anti-Christian spirit, and is opposed .to 
both theology and science. Science needs 
theology, just as truly as theology needs 
science. 


Protestant bodies left 


“The peril of ecclesiastical domination is 
not dangerous in this country to any ex- 
tent, except through the organized minis- 
ters and theological schools. There is a 
true religion and theology, fit for teaching 
in the schools and universities. In this 
Seminary we always have been free from 
domination and always have been free to 
accept scientific results. In our new grad- 
uate school we will stretch forth our hands 
to the universities to help them in building 
up learning and truth. The work of the 
Chair of Theological Encyclopaedia is to 
give its services to the whole field and to 
show the proper methods of study. 

“The Christian ministry is no longer 
what it ought to be, where the best edu- 
cated man in the community is the minister. 
The public estimate of the ministry and the 
Church declines when the congregation is 
better educated than the minister. We 
must have a much higher education than is 
given in the theological seminaries. These 
men wiil be useful in church work, but the 
choicest men must give three or four years 
to the higher study of religion, just as is 
cone in the professions. Theology must 
have graduate schools, or there will be a 
decline in Christianity itseif. 

“There must be patient investigation, 
and when the analysis is reached there can 
be no other result than that there is no 
other Christianity than that traced to 
Jesus Christ Himself. God forbid that there 
should be. He gave to His disciples the 
primitive principles. 

“Incredible to modern nations is the 
holding of the old doctrines as to unbap- 
tized~ infants. Now when the world is 
known to us, it is impossible to believe 
that the greater numbers of the world, the 
heathens, are doomed to eternal damna- 
tion. We have an enlarged view of our 
world, and if it is true that the other 
worlds are inhabited we must adapt our 
theology to them. If there are as many 
inhabited worlds as there are inhabitants 
of this world, then Jesus Christ is their 
Saviour, too. 

“The religious value of the Bible is 

reater when it is stripped of impossibil- 

ties. How much greater is God if he did 
not live in indefinite idleness before creat- 
ing the world in six days. There is noth- 
ing more absurd than for the theologian 
to be afraid of the truth. Theology is not 
dependent on supernatural manifestations. 
How much better if it can be shown that 
all that was believed supernatural was 
under natural laws! How much more glori- 
ous the God who was not cons*antly inter- 
tering with his own laws instead of making 
them perfect in the beginning! 

** There is no schism in the real truth. The 
systematic theology of the future will not 
be denominational, but constructed by the 
inductive and generic methods of organized 
theology. 

*“‘In the graduate school young men may 
be persuaded to decline marriage and pleas- 
ant parishes to hold themselves in reserve, 
like Christ, for the greatest ministry. Here 
in this metropolis is the best opportunity. 
‘Tige student here will have freedom of in- 
vestigation and conscience, that later he 
may appeal to the greatest intellects of the 
people.”’

METHODISTS HEAR ATTACK 
UPON ROMAN CATHOLICS 


Shelve Resolutions Censurin 
Church’s School Policy. 


DIVORCE MATTER CONSIDERED 


Chief Justice Lore of Delaware Defends 
Catholics and Says They’ve Done 
a Great Work. 


LCOS ANGELES, May 9.—The attitude of 
the Roman Catholic Church toward the 
public school system of the United States 
furnished the subject of strenuous debate 
at tc-day'’s session of the Methodist Epis- 
copal General Conference. While there 
was a strong disposition on the part of 
certain delegates to have the conference 
adopt resolutions committing it to decided 
utterances on the subject, an overwhelm- 
ing sentiment was developed against such 
action, and the question was finally re- 
ferred to a committee. from which it is un- 
likely ever to be reported. 

Several other resolutions, bearing on di- 
vorce, termination of membership of 
neglectful members, endowment of the 
American University at Washington, 
changes in the wording of various para- 
graphs in the discipline, and other ques- 
tions of importance to Methodists were 
submitted and debated by several commit- 
tees. 

The Rev. J. R. King, Secretary of the 
Church Extension Society of Philadelphia, 
presented the resolution which adversely 
criticised the Roman Catholic Church, de- 
claring that in the language of the Episco- 
pal address “its efforts to control the secu- 
lar press, its influence in politics, and its 
assaults on the public school system de- 
mand the vigilance of Protestants and 
patriots.”’ 

Dr. King read extracts from a letter writ- 
ten by Vicar General Peter Harnett of the 
Roman Catholic Diocese of Monterey and 
Los Angeles, in. which Father Harnett 
sought to refute statements made in the 
Episcopal address. Dr. King then spoke at 
length ia support of the resolution. 

Charles B. Lore, Chief Justice of the Del- 
aware Supreme Court, after agreeing with 
Dr. King regarding the public schools, said: 

But are we to gain anything by any 
phase of denunciation against any other 
Christian body. [Cries of No! No!] 

“The Roman Catholic Church has done 
a magnificent work in this, country. It 
has taken hold of a class of people that 
perhage no other form of religion could 

ave molded so weil for the well being of 
our common land. I feel like putting my 
hands under every evangelizing agency in 
this world that helps to upliftamen and not 
pull them down.” 

This expression was received with ap- 
plause by the delegates and the galleries. 

A motion by Dr. 8. L. Beiler to refer the 
resolution to the Committee on the State of 
the Church was carried. 

Judge Sibley of Ohio offered a resolution 
on the subject of divorce. He wanted Par- 
agraph 39 of the discipline changed to read 
as follows: 

**No divorce, except for adultery, final 
desertion, cruelty, or neglect, such as to 
compel an innocent partner to separate 
from an offender, shall be regarded by the 
Church as moraily lawful, and none of our 
ministers or laymen shall solemnize mar- 
riage where there is a divorced wife or 
husband living, unless the divorce was 
granted on grounds hereinbefore specified. 
But this regulation does not apply in cases 
where divorced parties are seeking remar- 
riage.”’ 

This resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church. 

Ex-State Senator McClellend of New York 
made some remarks abeut Bishops and 
other officers who devoted their time to 
making money by writing books. If they 
were writing books and having them pub- 
lished by the Book Concern, he thought 
the conference should know how much 
money was being made by them. 

Dr. Boyle of Pittsburg did not think the 
general conference should ‘lower its dig- 
nity ’’ by going Into the private business of 
its general officers, but a resolution of in- 
quiry was finally adopted. 


EAMES MAY SING HERE AGAIN. 


Conried Believed to Have Signed Her 
for Next Season. 


It is almost certain that Mme. Emma 
Eames will ging at the Metropolitan Opera 
House next season. It has been known 
for some time that Mr. Conried wanted to 
bring her to New York again, but he has 


not yet positively announced the result of } 


his attempts. Mme. Eames'’s husband, 
Julien Storey, lives at the Gilsey House. 
Seen there last night. he said: 

“I do not deny that Mr. Conried has 
made overtures to Mme. Eames, but I. am 
not in a position to say yet whether the 
contracts have been signed. She is now in 
Paris. It will be made known very soon if 
she consents to return here. 

Those who are supposed to know what 
goes on in musical] circles are sure that the 
popular singer has already signed contracts 
with Mr. Conried. He had gone to bed 


when a reporter called at his home, 65 
West Seventy-first Street, last night, and 
therefore could neither verify nor deny the 
rumor.

AMERICA “NOT PEACE NATION. 


Speakers for International Congress De- 
plore Naval Expenditures. 


A meeting in the interest of the thirteenth 
International Peace Congress, which will 
gather at Boston in October, was held yes- 
terday afternoon in Assembly Hall, 105 
East Twenty-second Street. Plans were 
formulated for entertaining the delegates in 
this city. 

Oscar S, Straus presided. Invitations to 
attend had been sent to clergymen through- 
out the city in the hope, as Mr. Straus 
explained, that they would manifest strong 
sympathy with the peace movement, but no 
clergymen were there. The audience was 
comprised of scarcely more than a dozen 
people. Mrs. Charles Russell Lowell, who 
is a member of the Executive Committee, 
sat on the platform. 

The Chairman said that no administration 
since the beginning of this country had 
done more for the advancement of peace 
than that of President Roosevelt, as it was 
he who sent the first case that opened the 
doors of the court of arbitration at the 
Hague, and it was he who had the Vene- 
zuela controversy carried to that court. 

Edwin D. Mead of Boston recalled that 
the first peace conference was held in New 


York six years prior to that held at Boston 
in 1810. 

“It is a disgrace to both England and 
America,”’ he said, ‘‘ that Chile and Argen- 
tina have advanced to a stage where they 
have demolished their fortresses and sold 
their battleships in order to build more 
schools. They have erected upon the high- 
est point of the Andes a great statue of 
Jesus Christ, indicating that peace hereafter 
will be their motto. It is a pity that this 
country should spend millions of dollars 
for battleships when the whole South is 
clamoring for education.” 

Robert Treat Paine, President of the 
American Peace Society, deplored the fact 
that this Government was about to spend 
$200,000,000 for war vessels, with a prospect 
of paying out $300,000,000 annually to “main- 
tain our navy.

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BODY GUARDED 
BY TWENTY-FIVE MEN 


Roped Off Where it Was Found in 
the Virginia Mountains. 


FOREST FIRE DISCLOSED IT 


Searching Parties Passed Within Twen- 
ty Feet of the Spot Last Fali— 
Shooting Caused Death. 


BRISTOL, Va., May 9.—The body of E. 
L, Wentz, discovered in the mountains near 
Kelleyview, Wise County, Va., Sunday aft- 
ernoon by Dave Raleigh, a miner, lies to- 
night identically as it was first seen, and 
is guarded by twenty-five men under the 
command of Superintendent Arthur Foster 
of the Osaka plant of the Virginia Coal and 
Iron Company. 

The body will not be disturbed until to- 
morrow, when D. B. Wentz and J. L. 
Wentz, brothers of the dead man, arrive on 
the scene from Philadelphia. 

Raleigh, on making his discovery, ran to 
Blackwood, a mining settlement a mile or 
more distant, and there told Bent Kilgore, 
a police officer of that section. Kilgore 
communicated with J. F. Bullitt, at Big 
Stone Gap, shortly before dark Sunday 
evening, and forthwith a party headed by 
Mr. Bullitt, and carrying lanterns to aid 
them in their journey through the dark 
passes of the mountains, started for ‘the 
scene some twelve miles distant. They ar- 
rived shortly after 11 o’clock, and at once 
stretched ropes around the body, inclosing 
it in a thirty-foot square, and placed a 
guard,\ which was not relieved until after 
daylight this morning. 

As to the amount of the reward, it is 
generally believed that the man who dis- 
covered the body will receive $5,000. This 
amount was offered by the Virginia Iron 
and Coal Company, as a substitute for a 
similar amount at first offered by the 
Wentz family. 

As no examination of the body has been 
made, little so far has been learned as to 
the cause of his death. All seem to agree 
that he was shot, but whether it was sui- 
cide or murder is the question. Two of his 
front teeth are gone, presumbaly shot out, 
while there are holes, thought to be bullet 
holes, in the coat and vest just below the 
ribs on the left side. The place in which 
the body lies has been recently burned off 
by forest fires and the dead man’s hair 
and clothing is scorched. 

The body ts lying about thirty feet from 
the mountain path, and is now easily seen 
for a hundred feet. Last Fall when the 
searching party went out the spot was hid- 
den by undergrowth and leaves. The color 
of the clothing is so much like that of the 
logs upon which the head rests that the 
searchers failed to find the body last Fah, 
though they passed within twenty feet of 
it. Numbers of men recently have passed 
near the spot. 


MRS. MILLER WITHDRAWS SUIT. 


Ends Her $50,000 Breach of Promise Ac- 
tion Against Howard Cooke.

STAMFORD, Conn., May 9.—The fifty- 
thousand-dollar breach of promise suit 
brought by Helen Karcher Miller, divorced 
wife of 8S. D. Miller, son of former United 
States Attorney General William H. H. Mil- 
lér, against Howard Cooke of Strawberry 
Hill, this city, son of the late Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Cooke, has been withdrawn by the 
plaintiff. 

Notice of the withdrawal and the release 
of the attachment on the defendant’s real 
estate here was filed in the Town Clerk’s 
office to-day. The release was signed by 
David Strouse, a New Haven lawyer, who 
has been acting as correspondent for Mrs. 
Miller’s New York counsel. Mr. Strouse 
said he knew nothing about the terms of 
settlement, Galen A. Carter of the firm of 
Fessenden & Carter, who has been Mr. 
Cooke’s counsel, said that his client had 
not paid a cent to bring about the settle- 
ment, and had made no overtures to that 
end. 

The plaintiff alleged in her suit that on 
Saturday, Jan. 9, 1904, Mr, Cooke proposed 
marriage to her and she accepted, and that 
arrangements were made to have the mar- 
riage take place within a reasonable time. 
The plaintiff expressed her.continued will- 
ingness to marry the defendant, but de- 
clared he had refused to consent to the cer- 
emony. Feb. 23 and Feb. 27 were given as 
two specific dates on which the plaintiff re- 
quested Mr. Cooke to marry her and on 
which the plaintiff refused to do so. Mrs, 
Miller was formerly the wife of Samuel 
Duncan Miller of Indianapolis. She met 
Miller while she was employed in a Govern- 
ment office in Washington, and for several 
years after their marriage the couple ap- 
parently were very happy. In 1896 they 
moved to New York and two years later 
Mr. Miller returned to Indianapolis, while 
Mrs. Miller remained East. 


Plundered Slot Machine Place and 


Dropped Booty When Chased. 


Industrious burglars working away at the 
slot machines in the Edisonia Concert Hall, 
@ phonograph place, at 1,367 Broadway, 
near Thirty-sixth Street, in the full glare 
of an are light in the place, attracted little 
attention from nocturnal wayfarers just 
before the dawn yesterday, who, if they 
gave them any heed, took them to be em- 
ployes from the systematic manner in 
which they worked. It was only when 
they made their exit by climbing through 
a rear window that a passer-by called Po- 
licemanh John McLaughlin of the West 
Thirtieth Street Station. The men emerg- 
ing from a hallway ran when they saw him. 
There were four or five of them. 

One, staggering under the weight of a 
heavy sack, was on the point of being over- 
hauled when he dropped his load in front 
of 258 West Thirty-eighth Street, and like 
the rest was fleet enough to distance the 
pursuers. The bag contained 14,000 cents, 
and Was about all McLaughlin cared to 
carry to the station house. Soon after the 
money was counted, representatives of 
Blauvelt & Lippincott, the proprietors, 
claimed it and reported that thirty-four of 
their slot machines had been broken open 
during the night. Several similar estab- 
lishments near by have been robbed dur- 
ing the last few days.

AGAINST BOGUS CITIZENSHIP. 


Aid in Fighting Naturalization Frauds 
Among Police. 


George W. Morgan, State Superintendent 
of Elections, acting under instructions from 
Albany, will lend Deputy United States 
District Attorney Joel N. Marx his assist- 
ance in running down naturalization frauds 
in the Police Department. While regretful 
because the knowledge that he was in- 
vestigating police naturalizations had be- 
come public, Mr. Marx said yesterday that 
he was glad he would have the benefit of 
Superintendent Morgan’s full force in gath- 
ering evidence, and that he expected sur- 
prising results. 

“Our investigation up to the present 
shows there have been between 250 and 
300 cases,” he said. ‘‘ The old joke about 
a man arriving in this country one day and 
getting a “ob on the police force the next 
is not so much of a joke as most people 
have believed. We have reason to suspect 


that there are some men on the ee force 
who have never been naturalized, 

““We have found that the ruling price 
for naturalization papers and a job in the 
Street Cleaning Department was $75. We 
have succeeded in convicting 75 employes 
of the Street Cleaning Department who had 
fraudulent papers. The total number of 
convictions obtained hag been 121. There 
are 100 cases still pending and 425 under 
investigation. I think that there are in 
New York about 30,000 persons who are 
holding fraudulent naturalization papers.”’ 

“The President,” continued r. Marx, 
‘“‘is aware of the extent of the naturaliza- 
tion frauds which have been practiced for 
years, and he is very desirous that we 
should make a showing which will convince 
Congress of the absolute necessity of adopt- 
ing more stringent regulations.” 


CHICAGO STOP-OVERS ALLOWED 


All Railroads Must Allow Them En 
Route to St. Louis. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 9.—Stop-over privileges at 
Chicago on all tickets to the St. Louis 
World’s Fair from Eastern, Southern, and 
Northwestern points will be granted as the 
result of the temporary injunction issued 
to-day by Judge Kohlsaat of the United 
States Circuit Court against the scalpers. 

The order restrains the scalpers from 
dealing in special reduced rate, non-trans- 
ferable tickets to and frdém the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. The scalpers are not 
enjoined, however, from selling St. Louis 
tickets purchased by them direct from the 
railroads. 

The business of the scalpers outside the 
St. Louis reduced rate tickets is not inter- 
fered with by the order. The injunction 
was by agreement of counsel for both sides, 
which permitted the filing of a stipulation 
restricting the scope of the order to the St. 
Louis tickets.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I would like to make a few timely ree 
marks in regard to the ventilation of the 
elevated cars, in regard to which most of 
us have had time to forget our complaints 
of last Summer. Although plenty of venti- 
lation in closely populated rooms, particu- 
larly in public places, is essential to health, 
yet these cars are run regularly in rush 
hours with a seating capacity of forty-eight 
and pagsengers standing often bring the 
number past the hundred mark; and in this 
way I have ridden daily with the atmos- 
phere not only so close that it is at times 
oppressive, but that it provides a favorable 
medium for the propagation of disease. The 
vents at top of cars seem to be inadequate, 
especially as the doors front and rear are 
kept closed except in the warmest weather. 

Now that the authorities are investigat- 
ing similar cases I hope that they will give 
this matter their attention, as I have no 
doubt that a great deal of contagion can, 
and probably does, result from the inter- 
mingling of the people under such condi- 
tions as I have described.

ALDERMEN READY TO ACT 


Fornes and Sullivan Say Bribery Ru- 
mors Will Be Investigated — Mer- 


chants’ Association Action. 


As an outgrowth of the meeting called by 
the Merchants’ Association yesterday to 
take up the rumors of bribery in the Board 
of Aldermen over the Port Chester Rail- 
road application it was asserted last night 
that on two different occasions the New 
York and Port Chester Company had en- 
deavored to effect a comtination of inter- 
ests with the New York, Westchester and 
Boston Road. 

It was at the meeting in the rooms of: 
the Merchants’ Associaticn, at 346 Broad- 
way, that W. A, Cokeley, President of the 
Chester ‘District Alliance, said that no 
recognition should be given to the Port 
Chester interests. He declared the com- 
pany to be without firencial ability, and 
said he would present prceof that the fiscal 
agent of the Port Chester Company had 
within a few weeks offered for sale all 
the rights the road possessed. That declara- 
tion led to the issuance of a stdtement by 
Dick & Robinson, representing the West- 
chester Company, in which they said: 

“It seems of some considerable public 
moment that the New Ycrk Board of Al- 
dermen should be asked to give away fran- 
chises which are to be bartered and sold to 
the highest bidders. Thus, while we re- 
get that the matter should have been made 
public at this time, we are perfectly willing 
to say that Messrs. C. D. Barney & Co., 
who have been named by [President Got- 
shall as the fiscal egents of the New 
York and Port Chester Railroad Company, 
did approach us, as bankers for the New 
York, Westchester and Boston Railway 
Company, with a proposition to sell all the 
rights, frar.chises, privileges, and perquis- 
ites ovned by the Port Chester Compary. 

“Two interviews on this subject took 
place in our offices, there being present on 
our side the members of our firm, Evans 
R. Dick and Robert E. Robinson, and Mr. 
William L. Bull, President of the West- 
chester Company. One of the general part- 
ners of Messrs. Barney & Co, represented 
them. 

“*We were first asked if it would not be 
possible to combine the interests of the 
Westchester and Port Chester Companies 
and to make a joint application to the New 
York Board of Aldermen. We were also 


Cc. D. Barney & Co. and the interests who 
are financing the Port Chester corporation 
might have a share in under-yriting the 
proposed bond issue of the New York, 
Westchester and Bostcn Railway Company. 

“As our own plans were already fully 
matured, we did not sce fit to entertain 
either of these propositions. Likewise, 
when it wes later propcsed that we should 
buy cutright the charter rights and prop- 
erty of the Port Chester Company we were 
again constrained to reject the proposi- 
tion.’’ 

At the meeting of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation resolutions calling on the Board of 
Aldermen to act one way or the other on 
the Port Chester Railroad application were 
adopted. A committee, headed by William 
F. King, was named to take up the investi- 
gation of the stories of bribery in the board 
in connection with the Port Chester matter. 
This committee will meet at 11 o’clock to- 
morrow morning and start the investigation 
unless the Board of Aldermen, at the meet- 
ing this afternoon, begins one on its own 
account, 

As.constituted, the committee consists of 
Mr. King as Chairman, with Henry R. 
Towne, James G. Eames, and George L. Du- 
val of the Merchants’ Association; Albert 
E. Davies, H. E. Caldwell, Eugene Lamb-

Toboggan Winner Cleverly Took the 
First of the Serials.

THREE FAVORITES WINNERS 


Delhi ‘Led from End to End and Ridden 
Out Captured the Closing Event 
at Morris Park. 


The first- walkover of the year made @ 
tame beginning for the racing at Morris 
Park yesterday afternoon, but matters 
shaped themselves speedily and the -day 
Was \productive of quite as much excite- 
Ment and uncertainty as was the fair al- 
lotment of a day, before the programme, 
which included an extra race because of 
the walkover, was finished, 

The stake feature of the programme was 
the race for the first of the Spring serial 
handicaps, the Crotona Handicap, at six 
furlongs over the Withers course, for which 
mine horses ran, including two added start- 
ers, the J. A. Drake pair, Savable, who 
‘was, the top weight in the original handicap 
at 182 pounds, and High Chancellor, who 
got.in with 120. The betting on the race 
opened with Hurst Park, winner of the 
Toboggan Handicap on Saturday the fa- 
vorite, and straight through the betting 
Hurst Park, who carried 118 pounds, in- 
eluding .a.three-pound penalty, held his 
place as the popular choice. The race was 
@ new trial for Hurst Park, who in his 
yictory Saturday ran down the Eclipse 
eourse, but as events proved he was equal- 
jy at home on the more level Withers 
course, for after galloping well up with his 
field into the last furlong he went on then 
and shot to the front with electrical speed 
and won well off from Dolly Spanker, who 
was the pacemaker until Hurst Park was 
called on to show his mettle. The. fact 
that Odom had to shake up Hurst Park in 
the final furlong made it seem that the 
horse had some trouble in winning, but 
the only effort that the colt really had to 
make was when he tried for the lead, as 
he’ simply ran over his field when he once 
settled down to racing, and had only to 
keep up a big gallop at the end. 

As all the other entries of the seven 
mamed to fun for the first race were 
acratched in favor of Jocund, and that Drake 
horse simply cantered over the course, the 
Drake stable had rather an unsatisfactory 
day of it, especially as it was widespread 
gwossfp that the Western turfman intended 
to bet on Jocund and was ready for a 
Plunge bet. After the walkover, the second 
race, for two-year-olds, with selling allow- 
ances, was divided and Muozon and Merry 
Lark’‘each gathered in a purse, Merry Lark 
‘starting favorite, while Muozon in his race 
‘was second choice to Metropole, who fin- 
'4shed third. 

For the fourth event, six furlongs down 
the Eclipse course, for maidens three years 
old and upward, the imported bred colt Out 
of Reach, racing in the colors of Matthew 
Corbett, was the favorite, but broke slowly 
and never got into the first division.

‘fly from Ascetic, who was a fair second. 


Mineola, a winner last year for the W. C. 
iWhitney stable, ran in the name and colors 
,of H. B. Duryea in the sixth race, and as 
‘even. second choice with Witchcraft, while 
; Dazzling was favorite, closed.at the finish 
on Thistle Heather and won, easily by a 
length from Witchcraft, who beat Thistle 
Heather four lengths. In the last race Del- 
hi, one of the star three-year-olds of the 
Keene stable, and eligible for practically all 
the great stakes for his age, dneluding the 
Withers, to be run Saturday, was the post 
favorite in a handicap at one mile. Delhi 
broke first and went on with the track, set- 
ting a terrific pace, and living it out to the 
end, though he was tiring and staggering 
when he got to the post, winner by a 
length from Hurstbourne, who after being 
well up all the way, was second three 
lengths before Himself, third. The time ot 
the mile was 1:40%, Delhi running the first 
furlong in 0:12 2-5, the quarter in 0:241-5, 
the three furlongs in 0:36, and the half mile 
in 0:48 2-5.

MICHIGAN CENTRAL CHANGES. 


W. H. Newman May Be Made President 
of. the Road. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, May 9.—Much significance is 
attached to the changes made last week in 
the directory of the Michigan Central Rail- 
road Company. The election of W. H. Néw- 


man, William Rockefeller, and James Still- | 


man as Directors of the company is taken 
as an indication that the Michigan Central 
is being brought closer to the other Vander- | 
bilt lines. 
The opinion prevails in railroad circles | 
that before long the Michigan Central will | 
serve a different purpose for Vanderbilt 
interests between Buffalo and Chicago than 
it now does, but such a thing is not prob- 
able so long as H. B. Ledyard remains the 
head of the property. The election of W. 
H,. Newman as a Director fs believed to be 
an indication that at the forthcoming re- 
organization of the directory he will be | 


made President of the Michigan Central, 
in. addition to his present position of Presi- 
dent of the New York Central, Lake Shore, 
and other Vanderbilt lines. 

This will be the signal for the installa- 
tion of such a complete change in the af- 
fairs of the Michigan Central as practical- 
ly to amount to a revolution. Mewman and 
Ledyard are different types of railroad 
manegers, and the Newman method proba- 
bly will succeed the Ledyard idea. 
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A DOMINATING PRESIDENT. 

Is it personal and party loyalty, or @ 
sort of hypnotism that constrains the 
President’s official family to stand by 
him and stand up for him in everything 
he does? Mr. RoosEVELT did not consult 
all the members of his Cabinet about in- 
itiating the proceedings to enforce the 
‘Anti-Trust act. But no word of criti- 
cism or dissent was heard from anybody 
after the proceedings were begun. No 
voice was lifted in protest against the 
many violation’ of our treaty with Co- 
lombia at the time of the secession of 
Panama. And not only has the Presi- 
dent’s Executive order extending the 
scope and effect of the pension laws es- 
caped censure, but here comes Pension 
Commissioner WaRB, in a letter to The 
Sun, demanding that nothing more be 
said aboutit. It is astonishing how com- 
pletely the mind of the President domi- 
nates the minds of those about him, He 
has them under a spell. 

Commissioner WARE insists that the 
President’s Executive order became good 
law when Congress appropriated money 
to pay the additional pensions called for 
by the order. Mr, WARB does not discuss 
the question whether the order was not 
in fact an attempt to make law at the 
White House, He does not consider the 
question whether it was not an act of 
Executive usurpation and a violation of 
the Constitution. He says that it has 
been ratified by Congress and is, there- 
fore, beyond the pale of criticism. In 
effect he demands that the newspapers 
quit talking about it. 

If this were good doctrine there would 
be no bounds to the Presidential pre- 
rogative. It is usual for stockholders of 
corporations at their annual meetings to 
pass a formal resolution confirming, 
ratifying, and approving all acts of the 
officers and Directors during the year, 
If Commissioner WARE’s argument is 
sound, the Directors of a corporation 
might with impunity pursue a course of 
infamous chicanery, and yet all their 
acts would be washed white and made 
wise, legal, and good by the stockhold- 
ers’ vote to ratify, confirm, and approve. 

Congress found itself confronted by an 
Executive order which called for the ex- 
penditure of money not otherwise appro- 
priated. It therefore added a deficiency 
appropriation of $1,500,000, The House 
of Representatives specifically refused to 
insert in the bill the language of the 
President’s order. Had the order been 
enacted in that way Congress would in- 
deed have given its sanction in a way to 
relieve the President of responsibility. 
But even this ex-post-facto ratification 
would not have freed the order from its 
original taint of usurped authority. As 
it is, Congress has hardly even condoned 
the Executive intrusion into its field. It 
appropriated the money, because other- 
wise the President would have been put 
in the awkward position of issuing or- 
ders which could not be carried out. The 
Republican Congress did not want to 
have Mr. RoosEVELT put in that position 
in this campaign year. | 

The President’s act was of a nature 
not to be justified by any subsequent 
action of Congress. It was at the time 
a stretch of the Executive power, or 
rather, the assumption of a power which 
the President had no statutory or Con- 
stitutional authority to exercise. The 
only good point we can see in Commis- 
sioner WARE’s letter is the evidence it af- 
fords that even in Administration circles 
there is a lingering sensitiveness about 
the pension order.

NIU-CHWANG. 

A straight line across the base of-the 
Liau-Tung Peninsula runs from the 
Liau-Ho to the River Yalu, from Niu- 
Chwang to An-tung. The abandonment 
of the line of the Yalu has been forced by 
the operations“of the Japanese. The 
abandonment of Niu-Chwang was a nec- 
essary sequel to this, as well as the aban- 
éonment of Port Arthur at the extremity 
of the peninsula. All of maritime Man- 
churia. excepting Port Arthur, as well as 
all of Korea, is now in Japanese posses- 
sion, and will have to be recovered, if 
at all, by an advance of the reinforced 
Russian army under very unfavorable 
circumstances. 

It is not without significance that the 
two extreme points of maritime Man- 
cauria are the two ports at which, under 
Russian occupation, foreign commerce 
has been suspended, and at which, under 
Javanese occupation, foreign commerce 
may be expected to revive. By treaty 
with China, we were authorized to ap- 
point and maintain a Consul at An- 
tung. But we were presently notified 
that the actual sending of our Consul 
there would be considered as an un- 
friendly act to Russia, which was in oc- 
cupation, and as injurious to those “ spe- 
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be brought to define, but which evidently 
opposed every effort of any foreign na- 
tion to do any business with Manchuria. 
As to Niu-Chwang, Russian occupation 
had killed our trade at that port, and in 
consequence, so small ts the modern 
world, had thrown into bahkruptcy cer- 
tain cotton mills in South Carolina, Since 
the Japanese occupation of An-tung it is 
announced that our Consul has gone 
there to undertake his Consular func- 
tions and to work’ up Manchurian trade. 
With the impending Japanese occupation 
of Niu-Chwang it is to be expected that 
our Consul there will resume his func- 
tions, and that our trade will revive. The 
prospect,is for some months, at least, of 
undisturbed Japanese occupation of both 
ports, with ample notice to neutrals of 
any serious attempt on the part of Russia 
to regain them and close them again to 
the commerce of mankind; In these cir- 
cumstances it would not be at all sur- 
prising if the American cotton mills 
which closed because their market was 
closed should reopen now that their niar- 
ket has been reopened, and if our Man- 
churian trade should begin to fulfill the 
promise it showed before Russian occu- 
pation defeated that promise. 
Meanwhile, in the history of the port of 
Niu-Chwang, and in the history ‘of our 
endeavor to open a new market by way 
of An-tung, any Russian who may be cu- 
rious to learn why American sympathies 
are not with his country in the present 
war may find the means of slaking his 


curiosity,

SENATOR GORMAN. 

Baltimore dispatches bring the news 
that Senator GoRMAN is sore perplexed by 
doubts in making choice of delegates at 
large from Maryland to the St, Louis 
Convention; particularly in selecting the 
delegate who is to make the speech nom- 
inating him for the Presidency. Some of 
his friends tell him that Senator-elect 
IstpoR RAYNER is the best man to nomi- 
nate him, The Senator himself exhibits 
a preference for Mr. CARTER, Who was 
his candidate for the Senate against Mr. 
RAYNER. 

Really it makes very little difference 
who makes the speech of nomination. 
Any old or young orator would do. The 
main thing in Senator GORMAN’s case is 
to discover where the votes are coming 
from to elect him. 

Mr. GORMAN could not carry the State 
of New York. He certainly could not 
carry New Jersey, and Connecticut 
would go Republican if he were the 
Democratic nominee. We have no doubt 
that the Maryland Senator knows these 
things as well as anybody. It is most un- 
likely, therefore, that he seriously con- 
siders himself as a candidate for nomina- 
tion. As a matter of tactics and conven- 
icnce he may conclude to have a Gorman 
delegation go from Maryland; he may 
even have his name presented to the 
convention. But when the smoke of the 
early convention battles has cleared 
away, when he is able to see unmistaka- 
bly the set of the current, and to deter- 
mine who is likely to be the actual nom- 
inee, he will hasten to transfer his dele- 
gates'to the probable winner of the prize.

FORLORN HOPES. 

In almost every war there is occasion 
for a “forlorn hope,” that is to say, for 
the attainment of a desirable military ob- 
ject by means which are so extra-hazard- 
ous that even soldiers, whose business is 
to die, cannot fairly be ordered to carry 
it out, that is carried out by means 
of a call for volunteers. In no country 
which is worth the affection of its chil- 
dren are children wanting who are will- 
ing to take the risk of dying for it when 
that risk rises almost to a certainty. But 
it seems that the ranks of the Japanese 
army abound, even more than most 
armies, in soldiers of this heroic mold. 

Blocking the channel at Port Arthur 
was a military measure of the very high- 
est importance, as it appeared to the 
Japanese Admiral. Capt. MaHan, in the 
very enlightening review of the war 
which he has contributed to The London 
Times, agrees with Admiral ToaGo’s esti- 
mate of the importance of the operation. 
In this respect it differs from the like 
attempt to close Santiago Harbor against 
the exit of CpRveRA. Upon the military 
propriety of sinking the Merrimac, even 
if it had been effectual, there has been 
much difference of professional opinion, 
The circumstances here were very dif- 
ferent. The Russian “ fleet in being,” so 
long as it was free to come out, not only 
“held” the Japanese fleet, but was ua 
continual menace to any effort to land 
Japanese troops anywhere on the penin- 
sula, With the Japanese success on the 
Yalu came the time for landing a co- 
operating army on the other side of the 
peninsula, at Niu-Chwang. This opera- 
tion absolutely required the neéutraliza- 
ion of the Russian squadron at Port 
Arthur and greatly increased the ur- 
gency.of the Japanese need for the con- 
clusive “bottling” of that squadron. 
Desperately and repeatédly as the Jap- 
anese Admiral had already labored to ef- 
fect this object, he redoubled his exer- 
tions and made preparations to send into 
the channel not a single Merrimac, but a 


flotilla of eight hulks, loaded with stone,’ 


the lucky grounding of eyen one of which 
might block the channel, even if the rest 
should all be sunk and their crews all 
drowned by the watchful Russians, 

In daring the enterprise was no more 
desperate, perhaps, than that of Hopson 
and his comrades on the Merrimac, of 
whom, curiously, not one expiated his 
rashness with his life. But here there 
were eight ships’ crews needed instead of 
one only. Nobody who volunteered for 
service on any one of them could have 
doubted that the chances were greatly 
against his escape with his life from the 
risk he was running. And yet the com- 
plement of volunteers was immediately 
filled. The patriotic spirit shown by the 
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Japanese assures us that it would have 
been eagerly filled had it been ten times 
as large. Neither the stormy weather 
nor the Ruseian fire frightened or im- 
peded the “ forlorn hope.” The ships were 
sunk where they would do most harm. 
And the heavy price of success was paid, 
From four of the eight vessels sunk not 
@ man escaped, and the loss of life is 
estimated at seventy-five, or half the 
total number of the men who took part 
in the enterprise. Men of ‘the temper 
thus shown are hard to beat. \ 
Le 
THE CIVIC FEDERATION’S NEW COM- 
MITTEE. 

At its recent meeting in this city the 
Executive Committee of the National 
Civic Federation took steps to form a de- 
partment the especial function of which 
shall be to promote trade agreements be- 
tween organizations of employers and 
employés. A considerable committee 
was formed, representing both classes, 
and it is announced that the work will be 
carefully and steadily pressed. 

Undoubtedly one important solution, 
or aid in the solution, of the difficulties 
constantly presenting themselves in in- 
dustrial enterprises is a system of agree- 
ments where the two sides are suffi- 
ciently organized. It is through such 
organizations that mutual knowledge 
and understanding, essential to just and 
profitable relations, can most readily be 
attained. It seems an ideal of many of 
the members of the Federation that 
very complete organization shall come 
about both of the employers and the em- 
ployed, This is possible in cases where 
the business is pretty completely under 
the control of relatively few corpora- 
tions, or where it is of a uniform nature, 
as in the cases of the coal and iron busi- 
nesses, in which an advanced form of or- 
ganization and an unusual prevalence of 
agreements have been reached, Where 
these conditions are wanting agreements 
are less practicable. 

Of course, the real value of agreements 
depends on the success with which they 
can be carried out, on the good faith of 
each party, and on the means secured to 
enforce observance when it is not volun- 
tarily rendered. This is the crux of the 
whole question. It is profoundly to be 
desired that the new committee shall de- 
vote its efforts to solving the difficulty. 
We do not know how much it can accom- 
plish, but the creation of the committee 
is a good beginning. 


SUITS FOR TYPHOID DAMAGE. 

An association has been formed in 
Butler, Penn., to bring actions for dam- 
ages against the water company, the 
damage having been caused by the ty- 
phoid epidemic which lately ravaged that 
town, and the allegation of the com- 
plainants being that it was the result of 
negligence on the part of the water com- 
pany in failing to protect the sources of 
its water supply and to maintain the 
purity and potability of the water it dis- 
tributed. This is extremely interesting, 
and as the procedure is a new one the 
results of which can scarcely be forecast, 
it will be followed with attention by 
many classes of onlookers. 

Without venturing to pass judgment 
on points of law which, so far as we 
know, have never been adjudicated, we 
may say without impropriety that there 
would appear to be a much better basis 
for criminal proceedings against those 
charged with negligence than for dam- 
age claims. In either case, however, 
those conducting the prosecution will be 
confronted with the grave difficulty of 
establishing their hypothesis of causa- 
tion. Even if it be conceded on suffi- 
cient evidence to establish a reasonable 
probability that the original cause of the 
epidemic was the pollution of the water 
supply of the town, it will be difficult to 
show that any particular case was one of 
original and not of secondary infection. 
The most which ean be proved would 
seem to be that the water supplied by 
the company was of such impurity that 
it was capable of conveying the infection 
of typhoid féver into the intestinal tracts 
of those drinking it, to the jeopardy of 
those in the condition of susceptibility. 
To prove anything beyond this would 
seem to be extremely difficult. For this 
reason it would appear that an indict- 
ment for the maintenance of a public 
nuisance involving danger to life and 
health would be more easily sustained 
than a suit for specific damages against 
the water company. 


HAZING AND ITS REMEDY. 

Without assuming to decide as to the 
facts, it is permitted to say that, on the 
facts as he states them, Mr. EpwIn BE- 
DELL has done well to sue the school at 
which his boy was severely and cruelly 
“hazed.” Whatever may be the merits of 
this particular case, it is best that the 
responsibility of the managers of a 
school should be defined as to the rea- 
sonable protection of the youngsters com- 
mitted to their care from violence or 
from mental torment, If it be found, as 
the result of litigation, that the respon- 
sibility is clear and can be enforced in 
damages, there is little doubt that some 
means will be discovered to suppress the 
cause of action. The moral sense and the 
ingenuity of the best and brightest 
teachers can be stimulated through the 
pocket nerve and problems that seem 
insoluble without cnanges in the “ nature 
of boys” will yield to the energy of 
minds thus incited. 

Another way which has been found ef- 
fective in some schools is the institution 
of practical self-government. Boys who 
are asked as a condition of admission to 
a school to pledge their honor to the 
maintenance of the standard of conduct 
established for the schoo] will, when it is 
left to them to detect, adjudge and 
punish violations of the pledge, do so 
with fidelity and a surprising degree of 
sound judgment. In the first place they 
are ready to accept in advance as in ac- 
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cordance with their own ideas of what is 
right and decent a standard condemning 
things that they would readily join in 
thoughtlessly had they not made up their 
minds about them beforehand. In the 
next place, when they are put on their 
honor and their teachers treat them with 
frank confidence and respect, the state of 
war which is natural in boyish minds 
against authority which seems to them 
arbitrary disappears. In its place comes 
a relation of mutual obligation, and a 
manly boy is generally willing to pay for 
confidence in himsclf by justifying it. It 
is needless to say where this can be ac- 
complished the lad is learning one of the 
most important lessons of social exist- 
ence, and is being prepared to meet the 
trials and struggles of a man’s life in a 
wholesome and common-sense manner. 

There is a sincere belief in the minds 
of some very intelligent men that hazing 
has good effect, and, if not carried too 
far, is “‘ good for the cub,” and there is 
basis for this belief. But it is not easy to 
see how any good to the lads hazed can 
compensate for the evil almost inevitably 
done to the hazers. Practically without 
exception the victim of hazing is help- 
less in the presence of superior numbers 
and strength. In other words, the action 
of the hazers is essentially cowardly. 
Their motives, if not so deliberately bad 
as sometimes represented, are in no sense 
good, and fo maltreat those who have 
nothing like a fair chance to resist and 
almost no chance to inflict injury on their 
tormentors is not manly, not gentleman- 
ly, is, in fact, cowardly and cruel. We 
have no desire to exaggerate what are 
looked on by many as boyish follies only 
or to judge those guilty of them as if 
men should be judged, but it is surely 
better that instincts of this sort should 
be checked rather than indulged. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Judging from the results of the two 
attempts by the Tibetans to impress upon 
the mind of Col. YounGHusBaNnp the fact 
that they are not receiving calls this sea- 
son, it seems likely that the difficulty of 
visiting that rather uninviting land has 
been greatly exaggerated. Lonely explor- 
ers have been turned back easily enough 
by these strangely inhospitable people, but 
all the warriors of the country seem to be 
able merely to annoy a little force of In- 
dian troops under white officers, and when- 
ever they stand up to be counted they are 
immediately divided into two classes—the 
dead and the flying. The Afghans and sev- 
eral other tribes living not far from the 
Tibetans are fighters of quite another sort, 
and if they had determined to have nothing 
at all to do with their neighbors in the 
south the latter would either have submit- 
ted to exclusion or else have returned after 
each inyasion without any doubt whatever 
as to whether they had been at war or had 
only taken part in a “ misgsion.”” The trou- 
ble with the Tibetans is that their policy of 
fierce exclusion is one that fits in so ill 
with the customs and necessities of the 
modern world that it can be maintained 
even a little while only by the display of 
high military ability, backed up by a tragic 
readiness to conquer or die. The Tibetans 
cannot fight, and they dic with reluctance. 
much preferring, when opportunity offers, 
to run away. One cannot help feeling a 
superficial sort of sympathy with their 
obstinate fervor in defending the principle 
that they have a right to pick their own 
acquaintances and to pick as few of them 
as they please, and no doubt they are quite 
correct in holding that they can live as 
seems best to them only by barring out all 
people with ideas unlike their own, but 
Manifest Destiny ig after them, and their 
struggle with the inevitable is ludicrous as 
well as pathetic. The time is close at 
hand when they must conform to the fash- 
ions of the day or move off somewhere 
where they will be protected by something 
bigger than the Himalayas. As there is 
nothing bigger, they will have to conform, 
sooner or later, and the sooner they do it 
the more of them will be left to realize 
the extent of their ancient folly and to ex- 
perience the mingled joys and woes of the 
civilization they are so sure they do not 
like or want. Their diplomacy and their 
arms are of the same date, and it is one 
fatally late. 


—Mrs. BESsIm MANZINSKY can well com- 
Plain at having been carried off to Belle- 
vue as a madwoman, yvhen she simply dif- 
fers from other followers of Mrs, Eppy in 
carrying her beliefs and theirs to logical 
conclusions along at least one line. For 
Mrs. MANZINSKy, having ‘“ realized’”’ the 
beautiful truth that mind is everything and 
matter nothing, had sense enough to see 
that what she had hitherto supposed to be 
hunger was merely a pretense of the non- 
existent body, and therefore she refused 
to waste her precious time or run counter 
to her more precious theeries by going 
through the absurd forms of eating. This 
determination, maintained for something 
over a week, had what seemed, to the 
darkened minds of unbelievers, most alarm- 
ing effects on what they mistakenly as- 
sumed to be her condition, and they hur- 
ried her off to the psychopathic ward as a 
victim of insanity. She was, of course, only 
consistent, and the real maniacs are those 
who believe exactly as Mrs, MANZINSKY 
does, and yet, except in the single matter 
of disease, act as though the material world 
was as much to them as it is to the unini- 
tiate. They eat well and regularly, they 
wear overcoats when the rest of us do, 
though they have no right to wear any 
clothes at all, and in money"matters they 
are particularly keen and practical. When 
it comes to a fee, “ mortal thoughts” are 
good enough for even the most advanced of 
Eddyots. Poor Mrs. ManzinsKky! One of 
the very few logical and consistent mem- 
bers of her flock, she yet is singled out for 
persecution and incarceration! We confi- 
dently expect to hear within a day or two 
from one of the X-Science press agents that 
Mrs, MANZINSKY is not a “ Christian Scien- 
tist’’ at all, but a poor creature who was 
silly enough to suppose that beliefs and 
acts should harmonize. That does bar her 
from the cult, Yor a fact, and we will get 
ahead of the press agents by affirming 
that, whatever the woman may have sup- 
posed herself to be, she was not really a 
child of ‘‘ Mother.” \ 


—That story of an eagle and an owl 
that had a quarrel in the Zoological Gar- 
den, of an attendant who clubbed the eagle, 
and of a Director who said that the club- 
bing was at his orders, has worried us 
much. Of course, we believe that our cor- 
respondent saw the fight between the 
birds, and that the attendant, instead of 
repairing the break in the wire netting 
which had allowed the two birds to come 
together, resorted to the simpler expedient 
of beating the aggressor is credible enough. 
But that one of the Directors of the Garden 
should have assumed the responsibility for 
conduct so stupid and brutal approaches 
close to the impossible—so close that we 
incline to the theory that the attendant, 
alarmed by our correspondent’s evident in- 
tention to carry the case to somebody 
higher in authority, managed in some mys- 
terious way to steer him up against a Di- 
rector who was not a Director at all, but a 
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man who; out of friendship for the attend- 
ant, and to save the latter from losing the 
position for which his qualifications are so 
small, consented to play the réle of one of 
the Garden’s rulers. That is not a very 
probable story, but our correspondent did 
not give the name of the Director who re- 
plied to his entirely reasonable protest in 
a way so remarkable, and therefore we are 
able to hope that the reply came from an- 
other than its supposed source. Be that as 
it may, eagles are good representatives 
of the sort of creatures which certainly 
should not be kept in captivity, however 
it may be with birds and beasts of other 
kinds and characters. The prisoned eagle 
is always a sorry spectacle,,as well he 
may be, for a life more radically unlike the 
only one for which he is fitted could not 
be imagined. Confinement, naturally 
enough, brings out and emphasizes all his 
evil qualities, and, from the human stand- 
point, eagles have a lot of them, being 
what we call cowardly as well as dishonest. 
It is most injudicious, therefore, to have 
captive eagles on view in a country which 
uses them as a National symbol. Seen 
when in soaring flight, or when, in condi- 
tions selected by himself, he poses, fierce, 
stern, and heraldic, on a crag, the eagle 
is ali right, but in a cage he tends to relax 
the springs of patriotism. Of course, the 
Bronx eagle picked on the smaller owl if 
he had a chance, for that is the way he was 
built, but he shouldn’t have been clubbed 
for it, and every Director of the Zoological 
Garden knows that. At least, we can still 
hope so—and will until some Director con- 
fesses that he was the man with whom our 
correspondent talked. . 


—lIt is more than a little humiliating 
to learn that,a lot of South Brooklynites 
are in a state of rage because, as they say, 
their water was shut off on Sunday without 
warning. This assertion proves that there 
are people, e~j more than a few of them 
right in New York, who do not read the news- 
papers every day. For if these South 
Brooklynites had done what all New York- 
ers are supposed to do—utilize the cheap 
and convenient means within the reach of 
them all, even the poorest, tokeep themselves 
posted on what is going on—they would 
have known in good time just what the 
Water Department intended to do on Sun- 
day, and why they intended to do it. The 
whole story was in the papers of the day 
before, and anybody caught unaware has 
only his or her own negligence to thank 
for it, 


CRUELTY TO. ANIMALS LAW, 


Police Rathern Than Special Officers 
Should Be Required to Enforce It. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I was for nearly five years, a special of- 
ficer of the American Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, both before 
and after the annexation of this place to 
New York City. I resigned for several 
reasons, one of which was, I think, an 
explanatory relation to the question of the 
efficiency of the society which has lately 
been discussed in your columns. 

The small number of officers that the so- 
ciety can employ is quite unable to cover 
effectively so great a territory as the City 
of New York. I maintained to the Presi- 
dent of the society that the only way to ob- 
tain efficiency in the prevention of cruelty 
to animals in this city is to cause the mu- 
nicipal police to live up to its duty in this 
matter, and I urged that the society could 
accomplish much more by thus holding up 
the police to their duty than by all the 
special officers it could put in the field— 
though possibly with less éclat. 

The police habitually neglect their duty, 
in part perhaps because the society assumes 
it, in part because our police, with tacit 
approval of authorities and public, limit 
their activity to the enforcement of only 
a small number of our laws and ordinances 
instead of the, large number they should 
enforce—as is done by the police in many 
foreign cities. 

Section 668 of the Penal Code as amended 
by Laws of 1888, Chapter 490, provided that 
“ * * * ga constable or police officer 
must * * * arrest * * * any person of- 
fending against any of the provisions of 
this title,”” (Cruelty to Animals.) I pre- 
sume that a similar provision is still in 
force, 

The President of the society at one time 
argued, in the magazine it publishes, 
against the existence of such a disease as 
hydrophobia and against the efficiency of 
antitoxin in diphtheria. I could not well 
keep my connection with a society that 
maintained yiews the prevalence of which 
would cause, in my opinion, great harm to 
mankind.

A DISEASE SPREADING DEVICE. 


Contrivance Under the Surface Cars 
Which Stirs Up the Dust. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I respectfully solicit the influence of your 
paper to suppress the disease-spreading 
device used on the Third Avenue and other 
surface cars—under the disguise of a pro- 
tection from accidents. 

It consists of a wide bent iron plate 
placed under the cars several feet from the 
front and rear end, and extending to within 
a few inches of the roadway. 

Its practical effect is that of an im- 
mensé fan, and on a dry day every rapidly 
moving car is followed by a cloud of filthy 
street dust containing the germs of pneu- 
monia, catarrh, grip, and other diseases 
that are forced into open windows and 
doors, and into the lungs of pedestrians. 

No other single factor is so successful 
in spreading infectious diseases and in- 
creasing the death rate of the city as this 
murderous device. The shaking of all the 
carpets in the city is infinitely less dan- 
gerous to the public health. The street is 
the receptacle of eyerything that is filthy 
and dangerous—and to allow this disease- 
bearing matter to be deliberately fanned 
into the lungs of citizens ig a monstrous 
outrage, © 

The contrivance referred to is destitute of 
any merit, save that of keeping the space 
between the tracks clean without expense 
to the traction company (which is proba- 
bly its real object.) But if it were com- 
pletely successful for the alleged purpose 
intended, it should still be immediately 
suppressed by those having charge of the 
public health— for it is the acme of folly 
to kill scores of citizens by disease in order 
that one may escape death by accident.

THE MIRAGE NEAR NANTUCKET. 


Report of the Perugia’s Captain Con- 
firmed by Rear Admiral Chester. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

Referring to a note in Tum Times of the 
4th inst., re “‘ Mirage of Light’s Flash” 
from the Nantucket Light House having 
been seen from the steamship Perugia a 
distance of sixty miles, reminds me of-a 
similar effect observed by me #1 188% 

While the United States ship Galena, 
which was under my command, was steam- 
ing for the Syith Shoal light ship, off Nan- 
tueket, land was reported and soon objects 
on shore became so distinct as to enable 
houses and trees to be easily discernible, 
The ship was first headed off shore and 
then stopped and soundings were taken be- 
fore*I became satisfied that the ship was 
not greatly out of her course and dan- 
gerously near the shore. Soon after, as 
daylight waned, and the lights on the Nan- 
tucket Light House and the South Shoal 
light ship were lit, cross bearings were 
taken on them, thus establishing the posi- 
tion of the ship beyond question. 

The distance as thus determined from the 
light house was thirty-six miles and that 
from the light ship eighteen miles, each of 
which was greatly in excess of the ordinary 
visibility of these lights. In about an hour 
the mirage must have disappeared, and the 
lights became obscured. When the ship, 
still steaming for the light vessel, came 
within the maximum range of visibility of 
the light—twelve miles—it was again seen 
and the position was confirmed. 

As this matter may be of interest and at 
some times of great importance to the navi- 
gator who is cruising in the vicinity of 
these dangerous shoals, I deem it important 
to confirm the possibility of the Perugia’s 
Captain's statement by giving my own ex- 
perience.

A chapter of Republican tariff policy may ' 
not be out of place just now.

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PANIC AMONG WOMEN 
PACKED IN THEATR 


Slight Mishap at Proctor’s Harlem 
House Causes Shrieks. 


SCENE OF FIRE LAST FRIDAY 


Electrician’s Foot Slips Through Ceiling 
and Plaster Falls—Leading Wo- 
man’s Talk Restores Quiet. 


A packed audience in Proctor’s One Hun- 
dred and Twerty-fifth Street Theatre, com- 
posed mostly of women and children, was 
thrown into a panic yesterday afternoon 
because a workman stuck his foot through 
the plastering over the erchestra circle and 
kicked down some fragments on the heads 
of the spectators. Yo Miss Adelaide Keim, 
leading woman in the play “ In Mizzoura,” 
and to some handy policemen and firemen 
is due the credit of quieting the crowd be- 
fore any serious harm resulted. 

The curtain was about to be lowered on 
the lest act. In the drops about the stage 
and in the lofts over the proscenium arch 
several electriciens were repairing wires 
which had teen damaged by the fire that 
threatered the building last Friday night. 
Qne of the electricians slipped in walking 
from rafter to rafter. His foot went 
through the plaster. A big hole was made, 
and the plaster fell in pieces, some as large 
as six inches in diameter, into the audience. 

Instantly, without waiting to discover 
the cause of the accident, some of the wo- 
men became badly frightened, and a few 
screamed. No one shouted “ Fire!” but 
the screams of the few frightened others in 
various peits of the theatre, and soon wo- 
men were standing up all over the house, 
ready for a stampede on hearing the first 
cry of danger. 

Miss Harriet Haskell, eighteen years old, 
68 East One Hundred end Forty-fourth 
Street, was struck by several small pieces. 
She straightway fainted. Then she re- 
covered and became hysterical. Her shrieks 
added to the confusion and peril, 

Miss Adelaide Keim, the leading woman, 
realized at once what was the cause of 
the trouble, stepped to the front of the 
stage, and called to the audience to be 
quiet. Her voice is strong and penetrat- 
ing, and she was heard by all, 

“Ladies,” she said, “let me assure you 
that there is no danger of any sort. I beg 
you to be calm. An electrician has merely 
“put his foot in it,” and the plaster has 
fallen in consequence. There is no danger 
whatover, I assure you. I am not fright- 
ened, and you must not be.” 

The frightened listeners grew calmer, 
but some in the rear refused to be pacified. 
Capt. Lawlor of Truck 14, which is located 
near by, and Patrolman Farrell of the 
East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street 
Staticn, ran into the theatre. They were 
followed ty Detectives Liston and Gorman. 
The officers went among the more excited 
women in the back part of the theatre and 
talked to them until they were quieted, and 
the play proceeded to its conclusion. 

Several women were slightly injured by 
the falling plaster, but none éxcept Miss 


Haskell required the services of the am- 

bulance surgeon. She had to be taken to 

@ drug stcre to be revived completely, and 
a@ carriage bore her home.

DUKE GETS A POLICE FORCE. 


Tobacco Trust President Has Mounted 
Men to Guard His Estate. 


SOMERVILLE, N. J., May 9.—James B. 
Duke, President of the American Tobacco 
Company, has installed on his 2,000-acre 
estate, near here, a guard of uniformed 
mounted policemen. Since he quit farming, 
several years ago, the tobacco man has 
spent several millions of dollars converting 
his lands into a great park, in which he 
has allowed the public to roam at will. 

This privilege was abused to such an ex- 
tent by vandals, who ruined shrubbery and 
stole flowers, that the owner at first con- 
templated closing the grounds, but finally 
he decided to employ a police force to pro- 
tect his property. The mounted guardsmen 
are captained by Justice of the Peace Will- 
iam F. Green of Raritan.

The men are all 
constables and have the Sheriff’s power of 
arrest. 


BULLS AND BAND CELEBRATE. 


Odell Signs Bill for Cornell Agricultural 
College—Ithaca Whoops It Up. 


ALBANY, May 9.—Gov. Odell has signed 
the bill which appropriates $250,000 for the 
establishment of an agricultural college in 
connection with Cornell University. This 
bill was opposed by the Presidents of sev- 
eral other colleges of the State. 


ITHACA, N. Y., May 9.—When word 
reached Ithaca to-night that Gov. Odell had 
signed the bill appropriating $250,000 for 
the erection of a College of Agriculture on 
the Cornell campus, it was the signal for a 
demonstration in which over 2,000 students 
took part. 

The big guns in the university armory 
were wheeled out and over a hundred 
rounds of ammunition were fired. In the 
meantime the students were drawn up in 


columns, and, headed by the university 
land and by six black bulls from the uni- 
versity farm, marched to the residence of 
Director Bailey, who was called out for a

FRENCH LINE’S OFFICERS QUIT. 


L’Aquitane Among the Liners Affected 
by Strike—La Savoie Comes Next. 


HAVRB, May 9.—In acordance with the 
decision of a committee appointed by the 
officers of the merchant marine now on 
strike, the officers of the French Line 
steamship St, Simon, Labrador, Canada, 
L’Aquitaine, and Ferdinand de Lesseps 
haye left those vessels.

It was announced that the officers of the 
merchant marine belonging to Havre had 
informed the Government that they would 
also strike in the event of the authorities 
sending naval officers to take the place 
of strikers. 

On May 3 there were 102 vessels laid up 
at Marseilles, and over 3,000 men were idle.

Respirators for Street Cleaners, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Recent reports of the high rate of mor- 
tality among our street cleaners should 
give us pause. For so much, or less, they 
sweep it up—microbes of sputum, germs 
of dropped disease, dust of decay—sweep it 
up, breathe it in, live ty it, and, in five 
years, die by it. Five years! $6 long! 

Charles D. Warner says each generation 
chooses its own form and manner of death, 
or that is the idea. As individuals we can, 
of course, do the same, But as regards 
this ‘“‘sweeping’’ statement. Do the sweep- 
ers know? Are they told that the job is for 
so much per week—for five years only? 

The most indifferent would wish that 
they might at least live long enough to 
raise another generation to carry on the 
work.

ODELL TURNS BILLS INTO LAWS. 


Troy Commission Measure and Three 
Armory Bills Signed. 


ALBANY, May 9.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the Troy Municipal Commission bill, 
which adds the Mayor and Corporation 
Counsel of Troy to the Local Improvement 
Commission, and thus gives Mayor Hogan 
control of the commission. 

Three armory bills were also signed to- 
day. These are, respectively, one appro- 
priating $350,000 for an armory at Roch- 
ester, another appropriating $121,000 for a 
Binghamton armory, and a third appropri- 


ating $70,000 for a similar structure at 
Flushing. 

The action on the armory bills followed 
an all-day conference between the Gov- 
ernor and legislative leaders, including 
Senators Raines and Malby, Speaker Nixon 
and Assemblyman Rogers, over the appro- 
priation and supply bills. The conference 
resulted in agreements as a result of which 
about $2,000, will be cut from these two 
bills as passed by the Legislature. 

Another bill signed by the Governor Is 
the Rogers Statutory Consolidation bill, 
which constitutes Judge Adolph J. Roden- 
beck of the Court of Claims, ex-Chief 
Judge Charles Andrews of the Court of 
Appeals, ex-Supreme Court Justice Judson 
S. Landen, liam B. Hornblower, and 
John G. Milburn a commission to consoli- 
date and codify the statutes of the State. 
The bill: appropriates $32,500 for the pur- 
poses of the commission. 

Other bills signed to-day were those ap- 
propriating $3,203,000 for the institutions 
under charge of the State Commission in 
Lunacy, appropriating $60,000 for the pro- 
motion of sugar beet culture in the State, 
appropriating $49,000 for extension of public 
sshool libraries.

A PLEA FOR BROOKLYN HOSPITALS 


Their Work Seriously Hampered for 
Lack of Funds. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To any one interested in the work ac- 
complished by the city hospitals in the 
Borough of Brooklyn your editorial on 
“The Bellevue Plans” cannot fail to ex- 
cite the keenest interest. As one who is 
thoroughly familiar with the needs of the 
Brooklyn hospitals it is impossible for me 
to remain mute at this time. With a visit- 
ing staff in point of professional value and 
faithful service second to none in its work- 
ing ability, with a resident medical and 
nursing force honest and conscientious in 
the fulfillment of duty, with an organized 
training school whose usefulness is only 
limited to its present amount of work 
because of lack of laboring room, the 
Kings County Hospital stands to-day in 
need of enlargement, better equipment, and 
extension. It is checked and hampered on 
all sides, because the necessary appro- 
priations cannot be procured from the city. 

We have the greatest noed for a separate 
children’s building, for whom we now 
have no proper accommodations in the 
Kings County Hospital building. Our 
nursing force must be limited, and the 
valuable services of night nurses must be 
curtailed, and even sometimes dispensed 
with entirely, because the Nurses’ Home 
cannot accommodate m:ore nurses than we 
have on duty at present. The Kings 
County Hospital has had a daily average 
of over 650 patients during the Winter, a 
number far in excess of accommodation. 
Conditions have been the same at the Cum- 
berland Street Hospital. We have no con- 
tagious diseases hospital (most pathetic of 
all needs) worthy of the name. Coney Isl- 
and and Bradford Street Hospitals are also 
in need of enlargement and changes, which, 
it almost seems, they are never to obtain. 
. When one considers the superb equipment 
of the Boston City Hospital the citizens of 
New York have no reason’ to feel even 
satisfied with their ,city hospitals, in con- 
templation of which an uncomfortable feel- 
ing of mediocrity must possess them. I 
believe that large gifts from private sources 
have been received for some parts of the 
Boston city plant. Is such a thing im- 
possible here? 

Let these hospitals be visited, with an 
eye to placing them in a fit condition, so 
that they may properly do the work of our 
great Commonwealth, and it will not need 
a plea from any individual to urge atten- 
tion to facts which speak for themselves, 
of usefulness retarded by the woeful lack 
of necessary means,

Dr. Godell Objected to 1,400 Cents in the

“It is hardly necessary for me to remind 
you, dear brethren,”’ continued Dr. Godell 
as the first coins chinked in the plates, 
“that St. Paul said these words about 
Alexander at a time when the copper; 
smith had been manufacturing coppers 
whereon was fmprinted the head of Diana, 
whom the Ephesians wrongfully wor- 
shipped. 

“I simply quote the text as a preface 
to the announcement that last Sunday 
there were 1,400 coppers in the collection, 
just as St. Paul found too’many coppers 
in the land of Ephesus. 

““Now, has it ever occurred to you, dear 
brethren, that the collection plate is hardly 
the place to deposit such handy coins as 
coppers? Think of going to business to- 
morrow, you commercial and financial men. 


You are rushing to catch the express. You 
meet a newsboy; you want a paper, but 
you are in a hurry. You whip out a half- 
dollar and lose much time getting change, 
and at the same time take from the little 
newsboy all his valuable small change. 
“On the other hand, would it not be 
much better both for the church, the news- 
boy, and yourself to leave the half-dollars 
in the collection plate and save the cents 
for the newsboy and the slot machine? I 
would ask you to read over II, Timothy, 
iv., 14, the second part of which is: ‘The 
Lord reward him according to his works.’ ”’ 
The result of Dr. Godell’s address has 
not yet been decided, but it is said that 
in the middle of his discourse the collec- 
tion stream changed from copper to silver.

DEATH OF M. PLESKE. 


Ex-Russian Minister of Finance Passes 
Away in St. Petersburg. 


LONDON, May 9.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg announces the death there this

Herman Hoskier.

ORANGE, N. J., May 9.—Herman Hos- 
kier, father of Herman C. Hoskier of 
South Orange,.died Saturday at his resi- 
dence at Folkestone, England. He had been 
ill for a long time, and was seventy-one 
years of age. At the time of his death 
he was the oldest member of the Union 
Bank of London, and a Director of the 
Guinness Brewery. During the civil war 
he was the agent for Brown Brothers & Co. 
in New Orleans and Mobile, and subse- 
quently he became a partner of Brown, 
Shipley & Co., founding their London house 
when the Liverpool branch was closed. He 
retired from the firm in 1881. 


Onderdonk Angevine.

OKANGE, N. J., May 9.—Onderdonk An- 
gevine, once a well-known and prosperous 
business man of New York, died yesterday 
at his home, 73 Lenox Avenue, East Or- 
ange. He was born in New York, July 12, 
1820, and’ established himself in the retail 
tea business in that city in 1841, and was 
quite successful. Subsecuently he opened 
five largé stores. He also owned large 
tracts of real estate, and was reputed to 
be worth $500,000. His venture, however, 


terminated during the panic of 1873, and he 
was never able to recover his losses. He 
had lived in East Orange since 1888. 

Mr. Angevine joined the Seventh Regi- 
ment early in the fifties, served in the 
Opera House and draft riots, and was an 
active member until age prevented him 
from taking part in the drill. He was a 
member of the Seventh Regiment Veterans. 
He was married in 1851°to Eunice Esther 
Dunshee, v.ho died shortly after they had 
celebrated their golden wedding. e is 
survived by two daughters, a son, and sev- 
eral grandchildren and great-grandchildren. 


Lewis Cheesm Hopkins. 

Col. Lewis Cheesman Hopkins of Brook- 
lin died in the hospital at Englewood, N. J., 
yesterday. Col. Hopkins was born seventy- 
six years at Albion, N. Y., and went as a 
boy to Cincinnati, where he became a lead- 
ing citizen and merchant. During the civil 
war he was largely interested in army sup- 
ply contracts. About twenty years ago he 
came to New York and became interested 


in the life insurance business, In 1889, for 
the New York and Mutual Life Insurance 
Companies, he wrote policies on the lives 
of Theodore Havemeyer and four members 
of his family, the check for the whole 
amounting to $578,345. He was prominent 
in several patriotic and historical societies. 
In 1850 he married Maria Whetstone, with 
whom he celebrated his golden wees in 
1900. Mrs. Hopkins died the year follow- 
ing.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Irregular; Call Money Easy, 
1@1 1-4. 


The Week’s Business Opens Quietly— 
Few Considerable Changes — The 
Panama Payment Concluded. 


The anniversary of the Northern Pa- 
cific corner was not marked by anything 
60 apposite as the hearing in the North- 
ern Securities case, but few failed to 
contrast the day’s dullness with the 
cause whose sequel is still incomplete. 
The incident of the day was the com- 
pletion of the Panama payment, without 
any marked effect. The call money mar- 
ket was altogether irresponsive, and al- 
though the time money market was 
called firmer in tone, in rates there was 
no quotable change. Practical bankers 
dismissed academic reflections over the 
stinking bank surplus and swelling 
loans. They were attributed to prepara- 
tions for yesterday’s disbursements, and 
it was thought that, the payment having 
been made, the release of the sums tied 
up would have a favorable effect in this 
week’s statement. It is to be hoped this 
is correct. Otherwise the survival of the 
surplus would depend upon the banks re- 
ceiving more money than they lose by 
gold exports, whose end is not disclosed 
by any weakening of the exchange mar- 
ket. The French market would not seem 
to be in any need of gold, and yet it is 
absorbing all that is free in any market. 
It is upon the Paris market that the 
burden of financing Russia is falling, 
and it is in that market that any collapse 
of Russian securities would be most se- 
rious. Certainly there is ne such excess 
of caution here as there is apparent in 
Paris. 

The day’s business on the Stock Ex- 
change was hardly more active or inter- 
esting than Saturday’s. Among active 
stocks Censolidated Gas was weakest, 
losing three points. No facts were dis- 
closed, but there were rival theories. 
One Was the obvious one that the Gov- 
ernor might veto the Remsen bill. The 
other was that the beneficiaries of the 
rise were informed that the named price 
had been reached, but was not perma- 
nently guaranteed, and that they would 
do well to realize their profits or take up 
their accounts, Apparently some took 
profits. Among the advances Louisville's 
1% was conspicuous, and amply ac- 
counted for by a speculative position con- 
sistent with a discussion whether Louis- 
ville or St. Paul was better worth their 
relative prices. Once such a discussion 
would have been considered a bear ar- 
gument on the dearer stock, but yester- 
day both‘stocks rose together. To that 
extent it may seem that the situation is 
improved. But appearances are decept- 
ive, and this theory cannot be adopted 
finally until it appears what is the result 
of yesterday’s accumulation of Louis- 
ville. Anything can be put up in markets 
like this, but it is hard to dispose of the 
accumulated stock. Other changes were 
narrow, irregular, and uninteresting, but 
weakness in Corn Products and Metro- 
politan may be specified. 

The bond market was a trifle more 
active and firm, especially for Steel 5s, 
for which issue there is an apparent rea~ 
son for making a market. The earnings 
reported by Grand Trunk and Nickel 
Plate among others were in keeping with 
the Monday talks on traffic prospects, 
and neither were stimulating. Both for- 
eign and domestic markets reflected an- 
ticipations of a poor crop report to-day. 
The lake carriers’ strike makes 106,000 
idle and interrupts a large traffic.

WANT OLD INSURANCE PLAN. 


Cotton Exchange Members Object to 
Proposed Change. 


Cohsiderable opposition has developed 
among the members of the New York Cot-

Their Discontinuance.

Philadelphia Woman Saye Federal Re- 
ceivers Overlooked Some. 


Charles E. Hendrickson, counsel for Mrs. 
Hannah B. Gallagher of Philadelphia, yes- 
terday applied to Vice Chancellor Steven- 
son at Jersey City for the appointment of 
a receiver for the Asphalt Company of 
America. 

The assets of this company were sold a 
year ago by the receivers appointed by the 
United States court, and Vice Chancellor 


Stevenson last week dissolved the com- 
pany’s franchise. Mrs, Gallagher alleges 
that there are certain assets not discovered 
by the Federal receiver, and she wants a 
State receiver to look for them. The Vice 
Chancellor said he would give a decision 
next Monday.

Only 1,200 shares 
of the stock were traded in, and from the, 
low point of 205 there was no recovery at. 

The selling was said to have come 
principally from Albany, and with this was 
coupled the report that knowledge was had 
in that city that Gov. Odell was likely to 
veto the Remsen bill to-night. The report 
was received with skepticism by many and 
by these the decline in the stock was at- 
tributed, to reasons quite apart from the 
question whether Goy. Odell was to veto 


the bill or not. 


Louisville’s Advance Credited to Gates. 
Louisville and Nashville’s advance from 
108 to 108% was quite generally put down 
as a Gates move. The comparison between 
Louisville and St. Paul published yesterday 
morning was an interesting coincidence, 
but it was thought that the advance in the 
stock was on orders distributed with the 
idea of securing a good market on which 
to sell stock already held. The efforts 
made of late to secure a following in this 
and other stocks have not been known to 
have met with much success, and the pres- 
ent market seems no less unfavorable than 
that of a few weeks ago.

A decline of 4% points in Corn Products 
preferred and of 2% points in the common 
was brought about largely on selling or- 
ders from Chicago.

In the bond market interest at the mo-

$12,000,000 will be coined. Most of the 
gold came from New York in bullion. The 
melting of twelve tons of gold in one day 
is said to break all records for mint melt-

Testimony is also invited regarding the 
use of preservatives and coloring matter 
in food products. Special hearings will be 
arranged for those who desire to give ex- 
tended testimony. 


LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Patent Medicine Man’s Beaver Must 
Pay Duty—Other Decisions. 


That a beaver intended to advertise 2 
patent medicine is not entitled to free duty 
a wild animal intended for exhibition 
for educational purposes was the decision 
rendered by the Board of United States 
General Appraisers yesterday in an opin- 
ion written by Judge Henderson M. Somer- 
ville. The animal was imported from Can- 
ada by Dr. M. Spiegel of Ogdensburg, N. Y, 
and was assessed live animal at 20 
per cent. Dr. Spiegel claimed free entry 
for it, saving that he intended to present it 
to the New York State Forestry and Pre- 
serves Commission for exhibition at the 
St. Louis Fair. .The testimony | showed, 
however, that the presentation was never 
made, and that the only exhibition the 
beaver ever took part in was to advertise a 
preparation sold by Dr. Spiegel. 

In a decision written by General Apprais- 
er Fischer the board overruled a protest by 
A. Steinhardt & Brother of New York 
against the assessment at 45 per cent, as 
manufactures of metal plaques, on each 
side of which a lithographed picture a little 
smaller than the plaque was pasted. The 
edges of the plaque were painted over to 
blend with the lithographs. The importers 
claimed that they were paintings ‘tn water 
color or oil at 15 per cent. 

Mr. Fischer also overruled a protest by 
Ludwig Victor of New York against the 
assessment at 45 per cent. of nickel-plated 
zine sheets. They were claimed to be dutia- 
ble at 2 cents a pound. In another Jecision 
by Mr. Fischer the board overruled a pro- 
test by the F. W. Gesswein Company of 
New York ugainst the assessment of duty 
on riffle fileS on the basis of their whole 
length, including the handles. This makes 
‘the duty on them 75 cents a dozen. The 
importers claimed that they should be du- 
tiable only on the basis of the length of 
their cutting surface, which would make 
the duty 30 cents a dozen.

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AUTO TE TEST WILL DECIDE 


To Determine the Merit of Christie 
Car This Week. 


FI"AL ENTRY FOR BIG RACE 


Little Belief of Acceptance for Gordon 
Bennett Contest Uniess Showing 
High Speed and Endurance. 


Local automobilists are awaiting with 
considerable interest the result of the test 
to be made of the Christie machine, the 
only car now left of the three that en- 
tered for the Gordon Bennett international 
race that has yet to be passed upon by 
the committee from the Automobile Club 
of America. Mr. Christie’s machine is in this 
city, and its mechanical features have 
been inspected by the club committee. Mr, 
Christie has been busy for the past few 
days putting his car in the best possible 
condition for the fast speed test, which 
will be made in a very short time, just as 
soon as the committee can make the proper 
arrangements for the road run, which will 
probably be on Long Island. 

It will depend entirely upon the showing 
made by the Christie car in its speed trials 
whether any American machine will be 
sent abroad or not. A strong opinion ex- 
ists that the committee will be inclined to 
reject it unless it shows exceptional ability 
for both speed and endurance. The two 
cars that broke down last week in Cleve- 
land were believed to be the best of the 
three cars entered for the big race. By 
many automobilists that failure has been 
accepted as practically final in determining 
America’s representation in the German 
race. Curiosity exists regarding the outcome 
of the Christie car trial, but there is little 
serious expectation that it will be chosen 
to stand before the world as America’s 
best product:of a racing automobile. 

Eleven English cars will take part to- 
day in the Isle of Man in the eliminating 
trials held by the Automobile Club of 
Great Britain to pick the three most de- 
serving representatives for the Gordon Ben- 
nett race. There were fourteen entries, but 
three have dropped out. The eleven cars 
that have drawn positions in the speed 
trials ccmwsist of five Napiers, three Dar- 
racqs, and three Wolseleys. It was a 
Napier car, driven by §. F. Edge, that won 
the Gordon Bennett Cup two years ago.

Severe Criticism of the Course Pur- 


sued by the S. P. C. A. 


Yo the Editor of The New York Times: 

On May 5 there appeared on the first 
page of THe TimEs an article headed 
**‘ Haines Saves Mail Horses,” to the effect 
that Mr.. Haines, acting upon numerous 
complaints relative to the condition of the 
New York mail horses, had paid a visit to 
the Post Office, seen some of the horses, 
and ‘“‘ warned ’’ two drivers and the starter 
that they must not take out such horses 
again. Doubtless to many people Mr. 
Haines’s action will appear very praise- 
worthy, but to one who knows the facts it 
is not what he did but what he failed to do 
that is deemed most important. His threats 
were absurd and his conduct on this occa- 
sion illustrates why hundreds of people in- 
terested in the work of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals wish Mr. 
Haines removed from his position and some 
one with more ability, energy, and common 
sense put in his place, even at an expense 
of a regular salary. 

For the past few years the condition of 
the mail horses in New York has been ter- 
rible.. The contractor has two sets of 
horses; one set in a fairly good condition, 
which are used in the day time, the other a 
lot of wretched, old, extremely thin and 
often lame beasts, with sores under the col- 
lar, girth, or saddle. The latter are known 
to the drivers and mail clerks as “ night 
horses,”’ because they are never taken out 
until after dark lest the drivers be mobbed 
in the street. 

These facts have been known to the so- 
ciety for years and to Mr. Haines person- 
ally. I have myself had two drivers of mail 
wagons.arrested; in the first case the driver 
was locked up and the Magistrate was will- 
ing to hold him for Special Sessions; but I 
was satisfied that the particular horse 
would not be used again until he was in far 
better condition. In the second case I was 
so treated by the society and its Inspectors 
that I was obliged to retain a veterinary at 
my own expense to examine the horse, and, 
without the aid of the society, have the 
man fined $25 by the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. 

The society not only showed at the time 
no inclination to assist me in the second 
case, but every one connected with the so- 
ciety, from Mr. Haines down, tried to per- 
suade me that I had acted in a very ques- 
tionable manner, from a legal aspect, the 
Inspector accusing me of “ compounding a 
felony,’”” and Mr. Haines stating that 
though my offense was not as serious as 
this I was none the less guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, because, forsooth, I had allowed 
the police officer to mount the box with the 
driver. Needless to say, I tried to induce 
the policeman to take the horse from the 
harness so soon as I saw its condition, viz.: 
with a badly swollen and very lame nigh 
hind leg and two large open sores under the 
collar, unprotected, and into which the col- 
lar pressed; but the policeman had to obey 
the rules of the department, which pro- 
vided that in case the driver of a mail 
wagon in this city commits a misdemeanor, 
the officer shall mount the box and drive 
to the station, where the mail was destined 
for delivery, before taking the driver to the 
police station. 

Mr. Haines told me that he had made ef- 
forts years ago to force the contractors 
who carry the United States mail in this 
city to use horses which were in a less de- 
plorable condition, and he had learned that 
warnings and threats accomplished noth- 
ing. The only thing to do, he said, was to 


reach the contractor’s pocket, and this 
could be done by arresting the driver 
and obtaining a conviction and imposition 
of a fine, which the contractor would pay, 
and by delaying the delivery of the mail 
oblige the contractor to pay also a penalty 
te the United States Government. 

Mr. Haines, it seems, intends to continue 
his warnings and his threats. Positive ac- 
tion which would effect a reformation if 
persistently followed up is not a part of his 
policy. It is strange that with all the ma- 
chinery, officers, and money which he has 
at his command, the President of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals should fail to stop such a notorious 
course of oryetty, Very truly yours,

Their 
a certificate would be forthcom- 
ng. 

Abraham Gruber, the receiver, was on his 
feet in an instant. 

“I have been working night and day on 
the Woodend case,’’ he said, “‘ and I have 
no hesitancy in saying that if the doctor is 

» Physically as well off as he is financially 
there is no reason why he should not be in 
court. We need the testimony of both Dr. 
Woodend and his wife. I ask that they be 
made to show cause why they should not 
be adjudged in contempt of this court. I 
also ask that your-Honor appoint a special 
physician to examine the Woodends and re- 
port when they will be able to appear in 
court.”’ 

Judge Holt later appointed Dr. George 
McClellan of the.Federal Examining Board 
to go.to the Woodend home and report. Dr. 
McClellan paid the Woodends a visit dur- 
ing the afternoon. 

“There is no physical reason,” he said, 
after leaving, ‘“‘why Dr. Woodend should 
not appear. for examination to-morrow. 
There may have been a slight medical rea- 
son for advising against his appearance to- 
day. There was more of an excuse for 
Mrs. Woodend. I will report in full to the 
court to-morrow morning.”’ 

The first witness calléd by Receiver Gru- 
ber at the hearing was Mortimer H. 
Wagar, Vice President of the Consolidated 
Exchange. He had brought with him the 
Clearing House sheets showing the trans- 
actions of the Woodend firm with the Ex- 
ehange. At Mr. Gruber’s request, he ex- 
plained the method pursued by members 
of the Exchange in buying stocks for cus- 


tomers. 

Q.—When a customer orders his broker to buy 
@ certain stock and the broker reports that the 
purchase has been made, does the broker always 
have the stock in his possession ready for de- 
livery? A.—The stock is bought on the floor of 
the Exchange. The broker does not necessarily 
earry the actual stock for delivery. He may buy 
stock and sell the same stock for another ac- 
count. A member's purchases and sales are bal- 
anced at the close of each day’s trading by the 
Exchange. His account is made out accordingly. 

Q.—But the broker charges his customer inter- 
est on the stock reported purchased, does he not, 
whether he has it or not? A.—Such is the custom 
of the Street. 

Q.—Would you, as a reputable broker, justify 
such a charge? A.—I do not know the legal 
aspect of the matter. It is the custom of Wall 
Street, 


The next witness was Reed D. Rumley, 
who was cashier for Woodend & Co. He 
was asked about a check for $5,500, drawn 
to his order on the Consolidated Bank by 
W. E. Woodend & Co., and indorsed by 
him. The check bore the date of April 27, 
the day before Dr. Woodend’s sudden de- 


parture from New York. 

Q.—What became of the money for that check? 
A.—I gave it to Dr. Woodend, at his house. He 
telephoned me to get the money and bring it to 
him there. He had left a number of checks in 
blank, to my order, as was the custom of the 
house. He said he had a note to mest. I found 
him in his library and handed the money to him 
in bills. There was no one else present. 

Q.—How long did you stay? A.—I spent 
Wednesday night at the house. 

Q.—Was Dr. Woodend sick? 
nervous. I think he had on his house clothes, 
He was on a divan. 

Q.—What became of the money for this? (Mr. 
Gruber handing to the. witness a check for 
$1,550, similarly drawn and datsd April 28, the 
day Dr. Woodend gave the police the slip and 
went to Napanock.) A.—I have it. 

Q.—Where is it? A.—It is at my house. 

Q.—Wili you turn it over to the receiver for 
the benefit of the creditors of the firm? A.— 
will not. It is my money, due me for back sal- 
ary. For nine months I had been drawing only 
$50 a month,.as Dr. Woodend did not want the 
manager to know my real salary, which was 
$5,000 a year. It was my money, and on April 
28 I drew it out. 

Q.—Didn’'t you know when you drew 
money that the firm was about to fail? 
did not. 

Q.—You knew that there was a chattel mort- 
gage on all the furniture of the firm, didn’t you? 
A.~—Yes. 

Q.-—And you knew that Dr. Woodend didn’t 
come down to his office the day before you drew 
it, and that you had gone up to his house on 
a hurry-up call, taking him $5,500? A.—Yes, I 
might have had a suspicion that the firm was 
going under and I might have tried to protect 
myself, but the money was mine, dnd I had a 
right to it. 

“That money belongs to the creditors of 


the concern,”’ said Mr. Gruber. ‘“ You are 
trying to make a preferred creditor of 
yourself.”’ Then he said: 
* **How many customers would have got- 
ten the stocks purchased through Woodend 
& Co., or which Woodend & Co. said it had 


purchased, if they had come to the office 
on the day of the failure and demanded 
them?” 
** Not very many,’’ Rumley admitted, 
“How much of the company’s money 
was paid out by Dr. Woodend for furni- 
ture, bric-a-brac, and works of art?” de- 
manded Mr. Gruber. 
“I don’t know. Dr. Woodend got the 
money and spent it as he saw fit.’ 
**Don’t I keep my money?’’ Mr. Rumley 
asked Mr. Gruber, when he had left the 
stand. 
**¥pu do not,” said Mr. Gruber. 
‘What about splits!’’ asked Mr. Rum- 
ley. ‘‘ Would you stand for splits?” 
**Not on your life,’’ said r. Gruber. 
“This receivership is not run on the prin- 
ciples of a faro bank.”’

SUSPENDED ON CHARGES 


Consolidated Exchange Board Acts 
on Big Wire Firm. 


LIGHT, FUEL & POWER LOSSES 


Firm Suffered in the Operation of Gos- 
lin'’s Corner — Other Concerns 
Under Investigation. 


As the result of Alfred R. Goslin’s corner 
in Light, Fuel, and Power, the big Consol- 
idated Exchange house of Floyd, Crawford 
& Co. of 25 Broad Street, one of the larg- 
est wirehouses in the country, with offices 
in sixty cities, was suspended by the Gov- 
ernors of that board yesterday afternoon 
pending investigation of charges of “ ob- 
vious fraud and false pretense.” It devel- 
oped also in the afternoon that it was this 
same corner that had caused the -dpwnfall 
of Longley, Hale & Co. last week. Thomas 
E. Martin later caused the arrest of Hale. 

In’ the Floyd, Crawford & Co. case, Martin 
and a man named Perry went to the firm 
when the Light, Fuel, and Power stock 
was selling down around the twenties, and 
placed orders for purchase, at the same 
time putting up the same proposition 
through Longley, Hale & Co. and several 
other firms, whose losses are yet to be 
brought to attention. 

The trades made, Light, Fuel, and Power 
began to climb on the curb. With Floyd, 
Crawford & Co. demand was made for the 
stock at 46 or thereabout, the firm stand- 
ing to lose $30,000 at the time. The process 
with Longley, Hale & Co. is said to have 
netted $17,000. 

News of Floyd, Crawford & Co.’s diffi- 
culty came yesterday morning in dis- 
patches, saying that the Chicago Board of 
Trade, to which the firm belonged, had or- 
dered out all its contracts on that board, 
At the same time some trading was being 
done for the firm’s account on the Consoli- 
dated Exchange, but in general the brokers 
handling Floyd, Crawford & Co. business 
there were acting under orders to close out 
contracts, and when the day closed few 
trades were outstanding. 

In the morning several demands were 
made at the firm's offices for the transfer 
of accounts, but most of these were met 
with the reply that no accounts were being 
transferred. Other customers who demand- 
ed money met with the response that no 


one was about who could attend to them. 
This, in part, was because Frank Craw- 
ford, one of the partners of the firm, ac- 
cording to the statement of a clerk at the 
Algonquin Hotel, at 59 West Forty-fourth 
Street, was ‘‘out of town,’’ and in part 
because Ancrew S. Floyd has no city ad- 
dress. W. T. Maguire, the manager of the 
office, said in the afternoon: 

“We got caught in Light, Fuel, end 
Power. It was one of Goslin’s jobs, and 
we were not the only ones. Our clearance 
sheets went through all right last night, 
and I think they will to-day. In fact, our 
business has been going down ever since 
the Woodend failure. 

A meeting of the Consolidated Exchang;3 
Board of Governors was called for 38:30 
o’clock, at which Mr. Maguire was present, 
and charges were oreferred. The result of 
the meeting was the suspension pending 
investigation 

No estimate was placed yesterday on the 
liabilities of Floyd, Crawford & Co. in the 
absence of members of the form, but they 
are expected to be large in view of the 
amount of wire business done. The assets 
are believed to be small. 

The Governors also considered further 
evidence against other houses, and an an- 
nouncemeént of further suspensions or ex- 
pulsions is expected to-day. There can be 
no definite developments in the investiga- 
tion by the Gofernors of the New York 
Stock Exchange before the regular meeting 
on Wednesday. 

Mr. Floyd late last night gave out a state- 
ment, in which he gttributes his suspension 
largely to the failure of his customers to 
lose “enough money ”’ on the floor of the 
Consolidated Exchange. He said, in part: 

“When Woodend’s failure was announced 
it frightened our correspondents, many of 
whom had always dealt with New York 
Stock Hxehange houses until they came 
with us. ‘The Woodend failure started our 
correspondents to close out their accounts 
and call down their money. I met de- 
mands until I found every one had become 
panicstricken and my funds were exhaust- 
ed. My partner was taken ill a month 
ago, and the whole burden fell upon me. 
We found ourselves in this predicament 
short of ‘Light, Fuel and Power stock, 

‘Subsequent developments in the ad- 
vance of the stock led me to believe that 
Alfred R. Goslin had laid a snare for those 
who sold the stock short. This impression 
was confirmed laters when I learned that 
Perry, one gt my customers in our Brook- 
lyn office, Who was long of the stock, was 
a protégé of Goslin. We are trying to get 
sufficient evidence to take this matter into 
court. 

**I believe that my suspension was due 
solely to the fact that my customers did 
not lose enough money on the flcor of the 
Consolidated Exchange. The officials of 
the Exchange who are floor traders are 
always sore when a firm’s customers don’t 
lose money to them. When I was sum- 
moned this afternoon I saw that it was 
useless for me to offer any further ex- 
planations, as they had already examined 
my books for six hours two weeks ago and 
had found them in perfect order. 

“If my customers will co-operate with 
me, I believe the business will in time en- 
able me to pay every dollar that I owe 
them. But if they prefer to ruin my firm 
by demanding all at once, I shall be unable 


to continue.”’ 


BROKER ACCUSED OF LARCENY. 


Horace Blackmur, Jr., of W. T. Edson & 
Co. Is Arrested. 


Horace Blackmur, Jr., of 491 State Street, 
Brooklyn, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon in Wall Street by Detective Sergeant 
McConville on a charge of grand larceny. 
He was arraigned before Magistrate Breen 
in the Tombs Court, and held in $1,000 bail 
for examination to-day. 

Blackmur was arrested on the complaint 


of S. M. Davidson of Bell’s Valley, Va., 
who asserts that he received letters from 
Blackmur, who is a member of the firm 
of W. T. Edson & Co., at 68 Wall Street, 
inviting him to invest money. He states 
that he sent the firm $360 tc invest in 
Atchison preferred at 67%. A few days 
later, he says, he asked the firm for his 
money, but charges that it was not re- 
turned to him.

A NEW BALTIMORE. 


Street Widening Plan Progresses— 
Building Operations Booming. 
Charles D. Grasty, proprietor of The 
Baltimore News, who was in this city yes- 
terday, speaking of the rehabilitation of 
Baltimore since the fire, said that while it 
had not been so great insome of its phases 
as it might have been, it had been satisfac- 

tory. 

“A plan of street widening on a scale of 
considerable magnitude has been perfect- 
ed,” he said. ‘“ This plan was devised by 
the Emergency Committee, appointed by 
the Mayor immediately after the fire, and 
was made with the advice of leading engi- 
neers. The only part that failed was the 
widening of Baltimore Street, the chief 
thoroughfare of the city. Naturally, there 
was opposition to this plan on the part of 
many property owners, and after a strenu- 
ous fight the City Council failed to give its 
approval. 

“The most important feature of the gen- 
eral scheme of iniprovement is the plan for 
the city’s acquisition and rebuilding of the 
docks in the burned district. For this 
purpose the Legislature authorized the @ty 
to appropriate $6,000,000, and on the 18th of 
this month the question will be submitted 
to a popular vote for ratification, as re- 
quired by law. The municipal authorities 
are making a vigorous campaign to secure 
ratification of this loan, and there is no 
doubt whatever that it will be carried. The 
harbor extends te the very heart of the 
city, ond the rebuilding of the docks, with 
switch connections from the various rail- 
roads, will minurk a new epoch in our ship- 
ping trade. The plan is receiving the care- 
ful attention of experts, and will be along 
the ijines of the best improvements that 
have been made in the large German and 
English ports. 

“The delay in Baltimore is attributable 
to two or three causes. In the first place, 


it must be remembered that while the fire 
destroyed the business part of the city, an 
area of 150 acres, approximately, there 
was much less destruction of the productive 
eapacity of the city than may be imagined. 
“The difference between the Baltimore 
of four ncnths ago and the Baltimore of 
to-day is largely one of convenience. Busi- 
ness men are — }ractically the same 
business, but are obliged to transact it in 
cramp?i quarters. ‘The fire destroyed a 
great deal of shopworn material, and mer- 
chants are able to give their customers 
brand-new goods. A great deal of the 
machinery that was burned up was of an- 
tiquated type, and the rebuilt Baltimore 
will have in place of this destroyed prop- 
erty the latest and best machinery. An- 
other electric light and power company 
has recently come into the field, and the 
competition in this line will result in re 
placing old-fashioned plants with up-to- 
date motive power. 

“We have lost some time by the natural 
delays in adjusting insurance losses. This 
time has been used to a large extent in 
clearing away the débris, but within the 
past two or three weeks rebuilding opera- 
tions have begun with a rush: We could 
have gone ahead faster if we had acted in 
the spirit of strenuousness that prevailed 
in the. first moments after the fire, but, as 
I have’ pointed out, there was not the in- 
centive for this that was present, for ex- 
ample, at Galveston. We were so situated 
that we could do our business, and with the 
cooling-down process we began to realize 
our difficulties, and now I think that we 
are going ahead with thoroughness and 
that the ultimate results of the fire will 
be beneficial to the city. Some of us would 
have preferred to have adopted a some- 
what more radical policy in improving the 
opportunities for broad streets presented 
y such a clean sweep of the heart of the 
city, but, all things considered, the city 
has done well.”’ 


LINERS TO DODGE ICEBERGS. 


White Star Line Changes Route and 
Others May Follow. 


Owing to the presence of numerous ice- 
bergs, and especially of an,.immense one, 
estimated to be from 100 to 200 feet in 
height and 1,000 feet in length, on the 
transatlantic routes covered by the princi- 
pal steamships, the White Star Line has 
notified its commanders that, until further 
notice, they will make their courses for 


longitude 47 degrees west at latitude 40 
degrees and 10 minutes north. 

he initiative of the White Star Line in 
changing their routes 50 minutes of latitude 
(about fifty-eight miles) to the southward 
of the regularly routes, probably will be 
followed by the other transatlantic lines. 
By following a course more to the south- 
ward the danger of collisions with icebergs 
is greatly lessened. 


COSTELLO’S HEAVY SENTENCE. 


Former Paymaster’s Clerk Must Serve 
Five Years and Pay $5,000. 


After pleading guilty to the misappro- 
priation of Government funds, Thomas 
Costello, former Paymaster’s clerk in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, was sentenced yes- 
terday by Judge Thomas, in the United 
States District Court, Brooklyn, to serve 
five years in Sing Sing, and to pay a fine 
of $5,000. 

In sentencing Costello, Judge Thomas 
said that, while it was a sad thing to sen- 
tence a man who had a large family, he 


had been by his own confession guilty of a 
crime, and for that reason the maximum 
sentence should be pone Judge Thomas 
added that a man who was employed to 
handle such large sums should be paid 
more than $1,600, the salary of a Paymas- 
ter’s clerk.
